Edward H. Harriman died yesterday 
afternoon at his home on Tower H.1L 
He succumbed to an Intestinal disorder 
from which he had been suffering for 
a long time. Mr. Harriman Is said to 
have retained his mental faculties to 
the last. The end was peaceful. The 
family were at the bedside. The death 
was not announced until thirty-five 
minutes after the close of the New 
York Exchange. The burial will be at 
Arden. _

Battle Harbor. Labrador (Via Mar¬ 
coni Wireless, Cape Ray. N. F.), Sept. 
9.—(Special.)—Th© aieamcr Roosevelt, 
bearing the North Polar expedition of 
the Poary Arctic Club, parted company 
with the Erik and steamed out of Etah 
Ford late In the afternoon of Auguat 
18, 1908, setting the usual' course for 
Cape Sabine. Tho weather was dirty, 
with freah southerly winds. We had on 
board twenty-two Eskimo men, seven¬ 
teen women and ten children, 226 dogs 
and some forty odd walrus.

Ice Soon Encountered. 


off that cape we were stopped by Im¬ 
practicable Ice, and we drifted hack 
south to Capo Union, where we stopped 
again.

At Scene of Disaster. 


Wo lay for some time in a lake of 
water, and then, to prevent being drift¬ 
ed south again, took refugo under the 
north shore of Lincoln Bay. in nearly 
the identical place where we had our 
unpleasant experiences thtoo years be¬ 
fore. Hero we remained for several days 
during a period of constant, and at 

times, violent northeasterly winds.

Forced Back. 


Twice we were forced aground by the 
heavy Ice; we had our port quarter rail 
broken and a hole stovo in tho bul¬ 
warks; and twice we pushed out in an 
attempt to got north, but we were 
forced back each time to our precarious 
shelter. 

Finally, on September 2. we squeezed 
around f*ape Union and made fast In 
a shallow niche In the Ice; but after 
soiih. hours we made another short run 
to Black Cape, and hung on to a 
grounded piece of Ice. At last, a little 
after midnight of September 5, we 
passed through extremely heavy run¬ 
ning ice into a stream of open water, 
rounded Cape Raw son. and passed Cape 
Sheridan.

Open Water Reached. 


Within a quarter of an hour of the 
same time wo arrived three years before 
—7 a. m., September 5—jve reached the 
open water extending beyond Cape 
8herldan. We steamed up to the end 
ol^ It, and It appeared practicable at 
first to reach Porter Bay. near Cape 
Joseph Henley, which I had for my 
winter quarters. But the outlook being 
unsatisfactory. I went hack and put the 
Roosevelt Into the only opening In the 
floe, being barred close to the mouth 
of the Sheridan River, a little north of 

our position three years prior. 

• • • 

Supplies Taken Ashore. 


We encountered the ice a short dis¬ 
tance from the mouth of the harbor, 
but It was not closely packed and was 
negotiated by the Roosevelt without se¬ 
rious difficulty. As we neared Cape 
Sabine the weather cleared somewhat, 
and we passed close by Throe Voort 
Island and Cap*) Sabine, easily making 
out with the naked eyo the house at 
Hayes Harbor occupied by me In the 
winter of 1901-2. 

From Cape Rablne north there was 
so much water that we thought of set¬ 
ting the lug will before the southerly 
wind; but a little later appearance of 
ice to the northward stopped this. 
There was clean open water to Capo 
Albert, and from there scattered Ice to 
a point about abreast of Victoria Head, 
thick weather and dense tee bringing us 

some ten or fifteen miles away. 

• • • 

Drifted South. 

From here w-e drifted south some¬ 
what, and then got a slant to the north¬ 
ward out of the current. We worked a 
little further north, and stopped again 
for somo hours. Then we again 
worked westward and northward until 
we reached a series of lakes, coming to 
a stop a few miles south of the Wind- 
wards winter quarters at Cape Dur- 
vilic. From here, after some delay, we 
slowly worked a way northeastward 
through fog and broken ice of medium 
thickness through one night and the 
forenoon of the next day. only emerg¬ 
ing Into open water and clear weather 
off Cape Fraser. 

\"S • • 

Clear Run To Bay. 

From this point we had a clear run 
through the middle of Robeson channel, 
uninterrupted by either ice or fog, to 
Lady Franklin Bay. Here wo encoun¬ 
tered both Ice and fog, and while work¬ 
ing along in search of a practicable 
opening were forced across to the 
Greenland coast at Thank God harbor. 

The fog lifted there, and enabled us 
to tnako out our wheerubouts; and we 
steamed north through a series of leads 
past Cape Lupton. and thence south¬ 
ward toward Cane Union. A few miles 


The season was further advanced 
than in 1905; there was more snow on 
the ground, and the new ice inside the 
floe bergs was much thicker. The work 
of discharging the ship was commenced 
at once and rushed to completltlon. The 
supplies and equipment we sledged 
across Ice and sea and deposited on 
shore. A houso and workshop were 
built of boards, covered with sails and 
fitted with stoves, and the ship was 
snug for winter in shoal water, where 
she touched bottom at low tide. This 
settlement on the stormy shores of the 
Arctic Ocean was christened Hubbard- 
vllle. 

Hunting parties were sent out on 
September 10. and a bear was brought 
in on the 12th. and some deer a day or 
two later.

Preparation b For Dash. 


On September 15 tho full work of 
transporting supplies to Cape Columbia 
was Inaugurated. Marvin, with Dr. 
Goodsall and Borup and th© Eskimos, 
took sixteen sledgeloads of supplies to 
Cape Belknap, and on the 27th the same 
party stnrte^ with loads to Porter Bay. 
The work of hunting and transporting 
supplies was prosecuted continuously 
by the members of the party and the 
Eskimos until November 6. when the 
supplies for the spring sledge 'trip had 
been removed from winter quarters and 
deposited at various places from Cape 

Colan to Capo Columbia. 

• • • 

Much Game Secured. 


In the latter part of September the 
movement of tha Ico subjected the 
ship to a pressure which lifted her to 
port some 8 to 10 degrees, and eho did 
not recover till the folio/Ing spring. 
On October 1 1 we;.t on a hunt with 
two Eskimos across the field and Parr 
Bay and the Peninsula, mads the cir¬ 
cuit of Clemanis Markham Inlet, and 
returned to the ship in seven days 
with fifteen musk oxen, a bear, and a 
deer. Later In October I repeated the 
trip, obtaining five musk oxen and 
hunting parties secured some forty 
deer. 

• • • 

Tidal Observations. 


Tho total of all divisions leaving tho 
Roosevelt were seven members of the 
party, fifty-nine Eskimos, 140 dogs and 
twenty-three sledges. By February 
such of the Cape Colon depot as was 
needed had been brought up to Capo 
Columbia the dogs woro rested and 
double rationed and harnessed and tha 
sledges and ©th£r g^ar overhauled. 

Four month* of northerly winds dur¬ 
ing the fall and winter. Instead of 
southerly ones, aa during the previous 
season, led me to expect less npy 
winter than before, but a great dc»t! 
of rough Ice; and I waj prepared w> 
hmv a road through th© ragged ice for 
the first hundred miles or so and then 
cross the big lead. 

On the laat day of February Bartlett, 
with his pioneer division, accomplished 
this, and his division got away due 
north over the Ice on March L Th© 
remainder of the party got away on 
Bartlett’s trail, and l followed an hour 
later. 

• • • 

Eskimo Goes To Pieces. 


Th© party now comprised seven 
members of the expedition, seventeen 
Eskimos, 133 dogs and nineteen «!edg©a 
One Eskimo and seven dogs had gone 

to pieces. 

A strong easterly wind, drifting snow 
and temperature In tho minus marked 
our departure from the camp at Cape 
Columbia, which I had christened Crone 
City. Rough ire in th© first march 
damaged several sledges and smashed 
two beyond repair, th© teams going 
back to Columbia for other sledges In 
reserve there. 


Borup Misses Way. 


> 


Prof. MacMillan went to Columbia In 
November and obtained a month of 
tidal observations, returning In Decem¬ 
ber. In the December moon Borup 
moved the Heels depot to Cspo Colan. 
Bartlett made a huntir- tr p overland 
to Lake Hazen. and Hansen went to 
Clemanis Markhanf Inlet. 

In the January moon Marvin crossed 
Robeson channel and went to Cape 
Bryant for tidal and meteorological ob¬ 
servations; Bartlett crossed th© chan¬ 
nel and made the circuit of Newman 
Bay and explored the Peninsula Aft- 
i r he returned Goodaell went to Mark¬ 
ham Inlet and Borup toward Lake Ha¬ 
zen, in the interior, on hunting trips. 

• • • 

Peary Brings Up Rear. 

In the February moon Bartlett went 
to Cape Hecla. Goodsoll moved some 
more supplies from Hecla to Cape 
Colon, and Borup went to Markham 
Inlet on a hunting trip. On February 
15 Bartlett left the Roosevelt with his 


Wc camped ten miles from Crane 
City. The easterly wind and low tem¬ 
perature continued. In tho second 
march we i»assed the British record 
made by Markham In May. 1876—82.20 
—and we restopped by open water, 
which had been formed by th© wind 
after Bartlett passed. In this march 
we negotiated th© lead and reached 
Bartlett’s third camp. Borup had gone 
back from there, but misfed* his way. 
owing to the faulting of the trail by 
the movement of the Ice. 

Marvin came back also for mof© fuel 
and alcohol. The wind continued form¬ 
ing open water oil about us. At tha 
end of the fourth inarch w© cam© 
upon Bartlett, who had been stopped 
by a wide lake of open water. We re¬ 
mained here all March 4 to March 11.

First Appearance of Sun. 

At noon of March 6 the sun rod and 
shaped like u football by «xceased re¬ 
flection. Just raised Itself above th© 
horizon for a few- minutes and then 
disappeared ugaln. It was the first 
lime I had seen It since October L 

I now began to feel a good deal of 
anxiety because there were no signs of 
Marvin and Borup. who should havo 
het-n there tor two days. Besides they 
had the alcohol and oil which were In¬ 
dispensable for use. We concluded that 
they had cither lost the trail or were 
imprisoned on an island by open water.

SUPPORT OF DANISH PRESS. 


Copenhagen. Sept- 9.—Dr. Frederick 
A. Cook will sail from Christlansand on 
Saturday morning on board the Scan¬ 
dinavian-American Liner Oscar II. for 
New York, where she is due about Sep¬ 
tember 20 or 21. Probably Capt. Roald 
Amundsen will accompany him. Dr. 
Cook will leave here to-morrow night 
for Chrlstiansand. He has abandoned 
his proposed visit to Brussels on the 
advice of friends. The explorer Is 
spending the night at Count Holstein’s 
castle. With him are Dr. Egan, the 

American Minister, and Miss Egan. 

• • • 

Too Late In Season. 

Dr. Cook to-day asked the officials of 
the Danish-Oreenland Administration 
to arrange for the dispatch of one of 
their boats to Greenland at his expense 
to get the two Eskimos who accom¬ 
panied him to the pole. The officials 
stated that It is now too late in the 
season for such an attempt and advised 
him that he must wait for spring, 
which he will do. He proposed to 
Gould Brokaw, who Is here with his 
yacht Fedora that they make a start 
for Greenland Immediately, but Brokaw 

would not agree to this. 

• • • 

Support Dr. Cook. 

The Copenhagen papers are full of 
the controversy. Almost all of them 
support Dr. Cook’s claims, but throw 
no new light on the subject. Capt. 
Amundsen is one of the strongest sup¬ 
porters of the explorer, who Is now 
backed up by Dr. Edvard Bay, the 
looiogist of the expedition under Capt. 
Sverdrup In the Fram In 1898-1902. On 
that expedition Capt. Sverdrup made 
highly important scientific investiga¬ 
tions and It was over tho route mapped 
by Sverdrup that Cook made his Jour¬ 
ney northward. 

• • • 

Certain of Cook's Claims. 

Dr. Bay tc-day had a long interview 
with Dr. Cook, at tho conclusion of 
which ha said that while at first he had 
doubted Cook’s story, he was now cer¬ 
tain of its truth so far as the route 
claimed to be taken was concerned. 
Dr. Cook, he said, gave him accurate 
descriptions of places and things which 
no other white man except Bay had 
ever seen. 

Dr. Bay asserted that the Danes In 
Greenland were unfriendly to Commo¬ 
dore Peary because they believed he 
treated the Eskimos badly and forced 
them to work for him.

OFFERS DR. COOK AID. 


Danish Explorer Says That Peary 
Is Consumed By Insane 
Jealousy. 


Copenhagen. Denmark, Sept. 9 — 
(Special )—Copenhagen’s Interest In 
the Cook-Peary pole controversy grew 
intense to-day. when It became known 
that Dr Cook announced he would 
charter a steamer at his own expense 
and send It to Greenland for the Eski¬ 
mos w’ho accompanied him on his polar 
dash and have them corroborate his 
story. The steamer probably will be 
under command of Capt. Sverdrup, the 
Norwegian Arctic explorer. It Is said 
that J. Plerpont Morgan telegraphed 
Dr. Cook offering him any sum he 
might need, but the explorer says he 

will pay for the expedition himself. 

• • • 

Peary’s Allegations Absurd. 

The Danish Inspector In North Green, 
land snys that Commodore Peary's al¬ 
legations seem absurd to those v tvho 
know the facts. According to this 
authority. Dr. Cook went west, not to 
escape observation, which was impos¬ 
sible in any event, but In pursuance 
of a plan based on Peary's own expe¬ 
rience with the easterly drift of the Ice 
in the polar sea north of Greenland. 
In fact. Dr. Cook was blamed for do¬ 
ing so before he started. 

• • • 

Peary Consumed By Jealousy. 

With regard to Peary’s statement 
about the Eskimos, the inspector say* * 
he prefers to believe what they told 
Knud Rasmussen. He thinks they were 
probably afraid and repeated what 
Peary ordered them to say. Rasmussen 
Is a native of Greenland and an l»ti 
mate friend of the Eskimos, who wrou «1 
tell him the truth. The Irvspctor hold* 
that Peary himself does not doubt Dr. 
Cook’s •tory. but is furious over hi- 
nval’s achievements. Roald Amundrer 


says he cannot rely on Commander 
Peary’s story. 

Tho Xationultldende, of this city, de¬ 
clares that the London Dally Chroni¬ 
cle’s statements about Dr. Cook are un¬ 
true, and that If It does not cease Its 
campaign tho unfairness of Its corre¬ 
spondent will be exposed. 


PEARY’S STORY MAKES 

COOK’S CLAIMS STRONG. 


Probable Suit May Be Brought 
Against the Naval Officer By 
Brooklyn Explorer. 


New- York. Sept. 9.—Scientists and 
explorers here to-day. comparing the 
latest dispatches regard l ngj-’ommander 
Peary’s achievement with the reports 
which Dr. Cook has sent out. were very 
generally agreed that Peary’s findings 
seem to confirm Dr Cook’s story In sev¬ 
eral significant particulars and thus far 
raise no points of disagreement. The 
scientists were more positive than ever 
that the controversy can be settled be¬ 
yond reasonable doubt by an inquiry 
before a recognised scientific body. 
Their almost undivided opinion was 
that Dr Cook should not be con¬ 
demned until his story has been proved 
false by unmistakable evidence. 

"Peary’s rapid traveling.” said An¬ 
thony Fla la, the Brooklyn explorer. ’’Is 
the most Important evidence thus far 
produced In substantiation of Dr. 
Cook’s claims.” 

• • • 

Charges Waiting For Peary. 


William L. Cook, of Brooklyn, 
brother of the explorer, was urged to¬ 
day to make public the text of the affi¬ 
davits in the keeping of the Arctic 
Club. In which Charges are made 
against Commander Peary. 

"He declined to do so. however. The 
affidavits are said to have been mods 
by Francke. Dr. Cook’s companion in 
his last voyage to the North, and by 
two members of the creW' of Peary s 
ship, the Roosevelt. White a steward, 
and Johnson, a seaman. 

"Francke came here and told w r hat 
he had seen.” sold Dr Cook’s brother, 
"and I had him to reduce his state¬ 
ments to writing. They cannot be made 
public, however, until Dr. Cook reaches 
America.” 

Mr. Cook received a cablegram from 
his brother to-day announcing that the 
latter had booked passage on the Os¬ 
car II and would arrive In New York 
on September 21. 

John A. Rogers, chairman of the 
Brooklyn Committee of One Hundred, 
organized to tender an official reception 
to Dr. Cook on his arrival here, com¬ 
menting on the aspersions cost upon 
Dr. Cook by Commander Peary, said 
to-day: 

”Dr. Cook can recover heavy dam¬ 
ages. His honor Is at stake in this con¬ 
troversy and I will advise hlm\to sue 
Commander Peary to vindicate It.” 


ENGLISH PRESS CHANGES. 


Peary’s Manner Brings Dr. Cook In 
Favor With British. 

London. Sept. 10.—The Immediate ef¬ 
fect of the publication of Peary’s 
brief account of his Journey here is a 
certain revulsion of feeling in favor of 
Dr. Cook and the adoption of a more 
Judicial and impartial attitude toward 
both explorers. The Dally Telegraph In 
an editorial says: 

"Dr. Cook has decided to face the 
music, and In so doing has greatly re¬ 
deemed his position In English eyes and 
In a large measure has made comment, 
at the present stage, both unfair and 
unwise. So long v as the matter b<- 
tw’een himself and his greater rival Is 
subjttdlce It Is but common Justice to 
concede to both claimants the courtesy 
of the best construction.” 

One of the chief reasons for the re¬ 
vulsion In Dr. Cook’s favor Is the un¬ 
expected swiftness of Peary’s sledge 
Journey to and from the pole. This is 
regarded os having disposed of one of 
the strongest arguments against tho 
probability of Cook’s feat and has 
placed the possibility of Arctic travel In 
an entirely new light. 

The general opinion is that little of 
a convincing character will be obtained 
by an examination of the Eskimos, and 
the evidence of real value will be se¬ 
cured only by an export comparison of 
the two men's records of scientific ob¬ 
servations. 

PEARY’S DIARY OF HIS 
DASH OVER FROZEN 
SEAS TO POLE. 


(Continued From First Page.) 

ward. The sounding of the lend gave 
110 fathoms. During this march we 
crossed tfie 84th parallel and traversed 
a succession of Just frozen leads from 
a few hundred yards to a mile wide. 
This march was really simple. 

On the 14th we got free of the leads 
and came on decent going. While we 
were making a camp a courier from 
Marvin came and informed me he w'as 
on the march in t|he rear. The tempera¬ 
ture was 98. 

The following morning, March 14. 1 
sent Hansen with his division north to 
Pioneer, a trail of five marches, and 
Dr. Goodsell. according to the pro¬ 
gramme, started back to Cape Colum¬ 
bia. 

• • • 

Steaming Dogs Bring Oil. 


At night Marvin and Borup came 
spinning in with three men and dogs 
steaming In the bitter air like a squad¬ 
ron of battleships. Their arrival re¬ 
lieved me of all anxiety as to our oil 
supply. 

• • • 

McMillan Frostbitten. 


In the morning I discovered that 
McMillan’s foot was badly frost bit¬ 
ten. This mishap had occurred tw ? o or 
three days before, but McMillan hud 
said nothing about It, in the hope that 
It would come out all right. A glance 
at the Injury showed me that the only 
thing was to send him back to Cape 
Columbia at once. The arrival of Mar¬ 
vin and Borup enabled me to spare suf¬ 
ficient men and dogs to go back with 
him. 


Loss a Disappointment. 


This early loss of McMillan was so- 
rlously disappointing to me. He had 
a sledge all the way from Cape Co¬ 
lumbia and with his enthusiasm and 
the powers und physique of the trained 
athlete I had confidence in him for at 
least the 86th parallel, but there was no 
alternative. The best sledges and dogs 
wore selected and the sledge loads 
brought up to the standard. The 
mounding gave a depth of 325 fathoms. 

We were over the continual shelf and. 
A9 I had surmised, the successive leads 
crossed In the fifth and six marches 
.’omponed the big lead and marked the 
continue! shelf. On leaving this camp 


the expedition comprised sixteen men, 

twelve sledges and one hundred dogs. 

• • • 

Borup Takes Ice Bath. 

The next march was satisfactory as 
regards distance and character of go¬ 
ing. In the latter part there was pro¬ 
nounced movement In the Ice. both vis¬ 
ible and audible. Some leads were 
crossed, in one of which Borup and his 
team took a bath and we were finally 
stopped by an impracticable lead open¬ 
ing In front of us. 

We camped In a temperature of 
minus 50. At the end of two short 
marches wo came upon Hanson and 
his party In camp, mending their 
sledges. We devoted the remainder of 
the day to overhauling and mending 
sledges and breaking up our damaged 

ones for material. 

• • • 

Marvin Sent As Scout. 

The next morning I put Marvin In 
the lead to pioneer the trail with In¬ 
structions to make two forced marches 
to bring up our average, w r hleh had 
been cut down by the last two short 
ones. Marvin carried out his instruc¬ 
tions Implicitly. A considerable amount 

of young Ice assisted in this. 

• • • 

Sorry To Lose Yale Man. 

At the end of the tenth march, lati¬ 
tude 85.23. Borup turned back In com¬ 
mand of the second supporting party, 
having traveled a distance equivalent 
to Hanson’s distance from this far to 
farthest north. I was sorry to lose this 
young Yale runner, with his enthusi¬ 
asm and pluck. He had led his heavy 
sledge over the floes In a way that com¬ 
manded everyone's admiration and 
would have made his father's eyes 
glisten. 

From this point the expedition com¬ 
prised twenty men. ten sledges and 
seventy dogs. It was necessary for 
Marvin to take a sledge from here, and 
I put Bartlett and his division In ad¬ 
vance to pioneer the trail. 

The continual daylight enabled mo to 
make an observation here that brought 
my advance and main parties closer to¬ 
gether and reduced Che IlkeWhood of 

their being separated by open loads. 

• • • 

Rest For Both Parties. 

After Bartlett left camp with Hen¬ 
derson and their division. Marvin and 
I remained with our divisions twenty 
hours longer, and then followed. When 
we reached Bartlett’s camp he broke 
out and went on and we turned In. By 
this arrangement the advance party 
was traveling while tho main party was 
asleep, and vice versa, and I was hi 
touch with my advance party every 
twenty-four hours. 

I had no reason to complain of the 
going for the next two marc hoe. though 
for a lose experienced party, leas adapt¬ 
able sledges or less perfect equipment. 

it would have been an Impossibility. 

• • • 

Satisfactory Observations. 

At our position at the end of the sec¬ 
ond march Marvin obtained a satisfac¬ 
tory sight for latitude In clear weather, 
which placed us at 86.48. This result 
agreed very satisfactorily with the dead 
reckoning of Mnrvln, Bartlett and my¬ 
self. Up to this time the slight alti¬ 
tude of the sun had made it not worth 

while to waste time in observations. 

• • • 

Ferried Across On Ice Cakes. 

On the next two marches the going 
Improved and we covered good dis¬ 
tances. In one of these marches a lead 
delayed us a few hours. We finally 

ferried across on the Ice cakes. 

• • • 

Records Broken. 

The next day Bartlett let himself 
out. evidently for a record, and reeled 
off plump twenty miles. Here Marvin 
obtained another satisfactory sight on 
latitude, which gave the position as 
86.38 (or beyond the farthest North of 
Nansen and Abruzzl) and showed that 
we had covered fifty minutes of latitude 
in three marches. In these three 
marches we had passed the Norwegian 
record of 86.14 by Nansen and the 

Italian record of 86.34 by Cagnl. 

• • ♦ 

Marvin Turns Back. 

From this point Marvin turned back 
in command of the third supporting 
party. My last words to him were: 
"Be careful of the leads, my boy.” 

The party from this point comprised 
nine men. seven sledges and sixty dogs. 
The conditions at this camp and the 
apparently unbroken expanse of fairly 
level ice In every direction reminded 
me of Cagnl’s description of his farth¬ 
est North, but I was not deceived by 
the apparently favorable outlook, for 
available conditions never continued 
for any distance or any length of time 

In the Arctic regions. 

• • • 

Light Equal Everywhere. 

The North march was over good go¬ 
ing. but for the first time since leav¬ 
ing land we experienced that condition 
frequent over these Ice fields, of a hazy 
atmosphere in which the light is equal 
everywhere. All relief is destroyed and 
it is Impossible to see for any distance. 

• • • 

Heaviest Snow of Journey. 

•* We were obliged in this march to 
make a detour around an open lead. In 
the next march we encountered the 
heaviest and deepest snow of the Jour¬ 
ney. through a thick, smothering man-I 
tie. lying in the depressions of heavy 
rubble Ice. 1 came upon Bartlett and 
his party, fagged out, and temporarily 
discouraged by the heart-racking work 
of making a rood. 

”1 knew what was the matter with 
them. They were simply spoiled by 
the good work of the previous marches. 

1 rallied them a bit. lightened their 
sledges and sent them on encouraged 
again. 

• • • 

Traveled Through Heavy Haze. 

’’During the next march we traveled 


through a thick haze drifting over the 
Ice before a biting air from the north¬ 
east. At tho end of the march we 
came upon tho captain, camped beside 
a wide-open lead with a dense black 
water sky northwest, north and north¬ 
east. 

Wo built our Igloos and turned In, 
but before I had fallen asleep 1 was 
roused out by a movement of the Ice 
and found a startling condition of af¬ 
fairs—a rapidly widening road of black 
water ran but a few feet from our 
Igloos. One of my teams of dogs had 
escaped by only a few feet from being 
dragged by the movement of the Ice 
Into the w’ater. 

ANOTHER PEARY FAKE 

STORY NAILED TO POLE. 


Dresden Hears That Naval Explorer 
Has Eye Witnesses To Prove 
Cook Was Not There. 


Dresden, Sept. 9 —Prof. Helm, of the 
Technical University of Dresden. Is 
understood to have received a tele¬ 
gram from Herbert L. Bridgman, sec¬ 
retary’ of the Peary Arctic Club, to the 
effect that Commander Peary is bring¬ 
ing home thorough proofs to refute Dr. 
Cook’s narrative. 

Peary also has with him an eyewit¬ 
ness who will testify that Cook did not 
make the long Journey he described, 
and that his scientific equipment did 
not contain an artificial horizon with 
which to take bearings 

Prof. Helm Is at present absent from 
Dresden and caunot be reached for a 
verification of this report. 

Bridge man Makes Denial. 

Point Tupper. N. 8., Sept. 9.—Herbert 
L. Bridgman, secretary of the Peary 
Arctic Club, denied to-day that he had 
wired Prof Helm, of the Technical Uni¬ 
versity, of Dresden, concerning witness¬ 
es and evidence to refute the claim of 
Dr Cook He added that all his dis¬ 
patches from Peary had been pubilsned 
as received. 


MORE OF PEARY’S PROOF. 


Secretary Bridgman Tells How Com¬ 
mander Ha “Nailed” Cook. 

Sydney. Cope Breton, Sept. 9.—Her¬ 
bert L. Bridgman, secretary of the 
Peary Arctic Club, who Is to meet Com¬ 
mander Peary, arrived here this even-4 
ing. He was met at Grand Narrows 
by Gilbert H. Grosvcnor. secretary of 
the National Geographical Society, at 
Washington; George Kerran. the Si¬ 
berian traveler, and William Ellsworth, 
of New York. 

Mr Bridgman again took occasion to 
deny that he had sent any communica¬ 
tion to Prof. Helm, of Dresden, but said 
It was perfectly evident that Command¬ 
er Peary and Harry Whitney were to¬ 
gether for several days and that It 
w'ould be a reasonable deduction that 
Whitney had Informed Peary of Cook's 
claims, and that Peary would gather all 
available testimony to refute the claim, 
having heard the Eskimos* stories that 
Cook "had not been out of sight of 
Und.” 

• • • 

Not Bringing Cook’s Eskimos. 


”1 do not think.” continued Mr. 
Bridgman, "that Commander Peary in 
bringing two Eskimo boy witnesses or 
he would have mentioned the fuct. It 
w’ould not be an easy thing to bring 
th-m down, as they might die. Their 
testimony would be no more vuluable 
In the United States than Is given be¬ 
fore the members of the Peary party 
while’north. It would be Impracticable 
for Cook or any ons to send a steamer 
up for the Eskimos before next year.” 

With regard to the offer of the United 
States coast and geodetic survey to ar¬ 
bitrate th* controversy. Mr. Bridg¬ 
man said: 

”1 know that Commander Peary will 
be perfectly satisfied to abide by Its 
verdict. Peary has a commission from 
the survey to take certain observations 
and data, and wltl submit his results 
to that board. 

• • • 

Cook’s Two Witnesses. 


“Cook’s two witnesses are from 16 to 
20 years of age. Only six Eskimos, who 
declined to go. returned with Cook’s 
letters to his wife. John R. Bradley and 
Rudolph Francke, dated Cape Thomas 
Hubbard. Commander Peary, In a se¬ 
ries of conversations with the natives, 
found that the letters were not written 
where dated The Eskimos told of the 
number of sleeps passed since they 
parted with Cook, but it may be that 
the natives did not tell the truth to 
Commander * Peary. It will depend 
largely on the natives’ testimony 
whether or not Cook was where he 
claims to have Ijpen ” 

In further explanation. Mr Brldsman 
said he supposed Francke showed the 
Cook letters to Peary, which naturally 
aroused curiosity to question the na¬ 
tives who brought them south. 


DETAILS OF PEARY’S TRIP 
CONFIRM COOK’S STORY. 


Probably Three White Men and a 
Negro Saw the “Big Nail-” 
With Peary. 


New Glasgow. Nova Scotia, Sept 9. 
—Herbert L. Bridgman wa* shocked 
when he learned of the death by 
drowning of Prof. Ross G Marvin, one 
of the members of the Peary expedi¬ 
tion. 

Mr. Bridgman supposes that Prof. 
Marvin fell through a lead In the 
Ice near the eighty-eighth parallel, 
while out with a supporting party un¬ 
der his command. 

Prof. Marvin's special work was 
topography and map-making He prob¬ 
ably had no knowledge of Peary’s suc¬ 
cess as he met his death only four 
days after the pole was discovered and 
before Peary could have returned to 
his supporting party. 

Mr. Bridgman to-day sent the fol¬ 
lowing telegram to Mrs. Marvin: 

"Accept the sincere sympathy of the 
Peary Arctic Club in the loss of a 
noble son whose sacrifice of life to 
duty will never be forgotten." 

Mr. Bridgman rakl to-day that If 
Commander Pear)* had seen new land 
he Is almost certain that he would 
have mentioned It. 

• • • 

Bear Out Peary’s Predictions. 


The reports thus far received. Mr. 
Bridgman continued, bear out thor¬ 
oughly Comrnandor Pearw’s prediction* 
and plans and seem to Justify all his 
deductions from his former expedition. 
H. apparently met more open water 
going north than he did on previous 
trips. He seems to have been d latn- 
**d by open leads, but he probably had 
good weather. On tho return trip he 
traveled light. There wa^ no support¬ 
ing party, the supplies were well ex¬ 
hausted and he doubtless found It 
necessary to move at top ‘speed. 

• • • 

Three White Men and Negro. 


Mr. Bridgman said there were not 
more than three white men In all nt 
the pole. Those were Commander 
Beary and either Donald M Mlllan, of 
Worcester. Mass , or/6e<>rge Barup. of 
the Sheffield Scientific School. It Is 
ilso possible that both these men ac¬ 
complished Pear)*. Matthew Henson. 

Children Gr> 
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BEAUTIKUL TRIBUTE PAID 

TO E. H. HARRIMAN’S TALENTS 


“It Will Take Forty Years For People of This Country To 
Understand Him," Says One Who Was In Close 
Touch With Magnate. 


Chicago, Sept. 9.—"It will take forty 
year* for the peoplo of this country to 
understand Edward H Harrlman. 
Like the history of the Civil War, hla 
life cannot be written until some time 
has removed the blot* that now stand 
in the way of the people’s appreciation 
of hla value to the country." 

Thl* la an estimate of Mr. Harrlman 
made here to-night by a man who has 
been in close touch with him for many 
year* and who often had looked behind 
the curtain of Mr. Harrlman’* public 
life. Mr. Harriman's friend was deep 
ly moved by the death of hts "General” 
as he called him, and as he talked the 
burden of his loss ot rimes almost over¬ 
came him. 

# • • 

Compared With Mount Shasta. 

"I have often compared Mr. Harrl¬ 
man to Mount Shasta, the great peak 
of California,*' said this friend. "There 
is a small mountain by Its side—the 
Black Butte—which looks much larger 
than Shasta on close view. Get seventy 
miles nway down the canyon and then 
Shasta reveals its real height—14.000 
feet of snow reaching the clouds. So 
It is with my friend who is dead. He 
will loom up more the further aw'ity 
we got from him. 

"The time was at hand for my chief. 
Ho had been working and burrowing 
in the darkness of Wall street for many 
years before the big opportunity—the 
Union Pacific reorganization—tapped at 
his door. And he was ready with all 
the genius of one gifted by God An¬ 
other man was picked out first, but 
one of the group In control turned to 
the board and said: 

“ ‘Gentlemen, that Is not your man 
at all. You want Harrlman.* And 
they have wanted him over since. 

• • • 

Compared With Gen. Grant. 

"At that period of his life he was 
like Gen. Grant when Grant was called 
to Springfield. When Grant went away 
he told his family that he would come 
hack a Colonel. I wo* In the army 
of the West, and I did not think much 
of^Grant at first. You know the rest. 

"He was a man of auto-dynnmlo 
energy. Irritable and sharp at times so 
that he became almost offensive to 
some men. But not after they came to 
know him. We know* now’ that It was 
his disease. 

"Mr Harrlman was practical in all 
things, even In his charities. No one 
knew of-4he little things that he did. 
such as the support of the Newsboys' 
Home In New York. He often talked 
to me of that and the real good he 
thought he ml/cht accomplish by train¬ 
ing these bright Intellect* Into more 
useful channel* He did not think much 
of namby-pamby charity. He was not 
what Is called a sentimental man. hut 
In his home and in his intimate llfa 
he was lovable and charming—a per¬ 
fect host and a man adored by his 
children. 


Was Doomed Man. 


“Those who were close to Mr. Har¬ 
rlman have known for a long time that 
he was a doomed rnan. but hi? death 
was very sudden nevertheless No at¬ 
tempt was made to deceive the public. 
It appears that even the doctors did not 
know. In New York yesterday the word 
wo* given out to his close friends that 
he wa* better. An eminent physician 
told Judge Lovett only a few day* ago 
that he thought Mr. Harrlman hud a 
cancerous growth. 

” T w'ould not be astonished if ho 
were to get better.* said this physician, 
’but I would he surprised.’ 

"There never was an cperntlon. Mr. 
Harrlman thought he was going to get 
well and even Mrs. Harrlman did not 
know the worst 

"There are many things I might tell 
of to give the public an Idea of this 
great man’s real character, hut I am 
too grieved now*. He never his been 
understood and perhaps the people have 
been educated not to understand him. 

• • • 

Man of Wonderful Courage. 

"He was a man of wonderful cour¬ 


age. He came up out of Wall street 
and he showed the men of that street 
that he could play their gutne better 
than they. When Erie wua in trouble 
the National City Gr»»iip wanted to let 
it go Into the hand* of a receiver, but 
Mr. Harrlman objected. He was afraid 
of a panic. He went home that nigh: 
and stayed awake until 3 o’clock In the 
morning. Ho always did a great deni 
of thinking in bed. When he went to 
sleep that night he bod mad** up his 
mind that the other men were wrong. 
In the morning he called his men in 
and told them to hustle out and get 
something like 810.000,000 «»f securi¬ 
ties. Hi- called up Vanderllp and told 
him what he had done. H» borrowed 
the money to pay off the notes on his 
own responsibility. 

"Some people called that foolhardy, 
but he won out. 

"He was the live force In Illinois 
Centrr.l long before the figurehead Fish 
tried to oppose him. 1 know that he 
handled the negotiations resulting in 
the purchase of the Mississippi Valley 
road. 

"In the Atton matter you will find 
that he was only banking on the future 
of the rood. There w'as no water. 


Hard To Forecast the Elisha. 

"I do not know upon whose shoulders 
the mantle of Mr. Harrlman will fail. 
I assume that Judge Lovett will take 
the chairmanship of the hoards. Mr. 
Harrlman picked him out of Texas, os 
hv picked many another man. 

"You will find that he left his prop¬ 
erties Iti such shape that they cannot 
got at them. Stocks may tumble, but 
the real value* of the properties will 
not be hurt, and the ordinary man will 
never feel Mr. Harriman’s death. There 
Is an organization for ever)’ one of the 
Harrlman lines, and the great system 
will go on.” 

• • • 

Other Tributes To Magnate. 

Tributes to the genius of E. H. Har¬ 
rlman as a railway organizer, and to 
his foresight In estimating the growth 
of the country were paid here to-day 
by many of the men who knew him 
bert in the railroad and financial life. 
Some of the opinions expressed follow: 

Darius Miller, first \1c« president of 
the Chicago. Burlington and Quincy 
railroad: "Mr. Harrlman was dis¬ 

tinctively a railroad constructionist, 
not a destruction 1st. In this re*j>ec< he 
was totally different from some of the 
men who preceded him. and who be¬ 
came famous In the railroad world. I 
do not know of a railroad property 
which Mr. Harrlman bought, or In 
which he became Interested, which was 
not made bc«tter.” 

F. A Delano, president of the Wa¬ 
bash railroad: "Mr. Harrlman repre¬ 
sented an interesting type of man. a 
typo perhaps never seen in other coun¬ 
tries One need not approve everything 
Mr. Harrlman did. nor all his methods 
to recognize and appreciate hi* very 
remarkable ability and achievements.” 
• • • 

Master of Details. 


A J Earllng, president of the Chi¬ 
cago. Milwaukee and 8t. Paul R. R.: 
"The death of Mr. Harrlman will bs 
deplored by all hi* associates He wa* 
a master of details and a natural lead¬ 
er of men. and withal he hud great en¬ 
ergy and Indomitable will. He was a 
tremendofis force in the affairs of hi* 
day. The removal of his guiding hand 
from as many concern* as he wa* con¬ 
nected with can hardly fall to produce 
the disturbance necessarily Incident to 
any Important readjustment.” 

B. L. Wlnohell, president of the Chi¬ 
cago, Rock island and Pacific railroad: 
"It will be for the future to Judge Mr. 
Hurrlman’s life wrork correctly. The 
question has often been asked: What 
will become of the Harrlman system 
should Harrlman die? 1 think It can be 
stated without any disrespect to Hur- 
riman's ability that the wonderful sys¬ 
tem w’hlch ho has buflt up is so stiong 
and so perfectly welded together that 
it will continue to grow and to Im¬ 
prove.” 


Peary’s colored companion, also was 
probably at the pole.

Confirms Dr. Cook’s Story. 


Continuing his comment on the 
Peary achievement. Mr. Bridgman said 
that the commander's very good time 
in the rkr North was strong confirma¬ 
tion of the details of Dr. Cook’s story, 
as well as of Peary’s theory regarding 
the movements of currents. The lat¬ 
est facts disprove the popular belief 
that becauso U is difficult to get from 
the seventy-eighth to the eighty-fourth 
parallel It Is necessarily more difficult 
to travel from the eighty-fourth pa¬ 
rallel to the ninetieth. There would 
seem U> be no question that the drift 
above the eighty-fourth parallel lg not 
as great a* below It. 

NEWS OF PROF. MARVIN’S

bia. while returning from 86.39 north 
latitude. Great loss to me and to ex¬ 
pedition. Every member send* deepen 
sympathy. PEAKY.” 

Through friends in this city, the 
message was conveyed to Ross Marv¬ 
in’s aged mother, who. it was feared, 
w'ould not survive the shock. Yester¬ 
day a movement was started to give 
Mr. Marvin a great welcome on his re¬ 
turn from the North, and the members 
of the family only yesterday were 
planrdng a celebration on his home¬ 
coming. 


WILL UNDERTAKE TO 

SETTLE BITTER DISPUTE. 


Coast and Geodetic Survey Offers Its 
Offices In North Pole Con¬ 
troversy. 


Washington, Sept. 9.—The Coast and 
Geodetic Survey will undertake to ar¬ 
bitrate the Peary-Cook North Pole con¬ 
troversy. providing Dr. Cook requests 
that It should do so. 

In view of the fact that Penrv ha* 
been operating under the direction of 
the survey. It will become the duty of 
that Institution compute his notes 
Without request from anyone, and Act¬ 
ing Superintendent Perkins, said to¬ 
day that. If Cook should so desire, the 
survey would go over his paper.* also 
"It is a delicate matter." said Mr 
Perkins, "to decide the claims in *u^h 
an Important case, but our men are 
*.clentirt* and would be Impartial, not 
to say cold-blooded. In such an Invest I- 
vat ion n* It w ould be necessary for 
them to make In arriving at the com¬ 
parative merits of the claims of the two 
men. * 

"Moreover. I believe." he continued. 


"that any conclusion arrived at by the 
survey would be accepted as con¬ 
trolling.” 

Mr Perkins admitted that he had re¬ 
ceived a suggestion looking to such ac¬ 
tion by the survey, and. while saying 
that the bureau would be willing to un¬ 
dertake the task of arbitration, he had 
noticed that Dr Cook had expressed his 
intention of referring hts claims to the 
University of Copenhagen. 

"He could scarcely do better.” said 
Mr Perkins. "Tho Danes are a seafar¬ 
ing people, and for centuries have been 
engaged in Arctic explorations. Their 
scientific men would be peculiarly 
adapted to an inquiry of this character, 
and I believe that any results arrived 
at by the university would be accepted 
ns conclusive.” 


COMPARISON OF THE 

TWO EXPLORERS’ TRIPS. 


Peary’s Story Stirs Up More Conten¬ 
tion Between Partisans of 
Both Claimants. 


New York. Sept. 9.—The first oppor¬ 
tunity offered to scientists for com¬ 
parison of the rival claim* of Dr. Cook 
and Commander Peary a* to priority in 
the discovery of the North Pole is fur¬ 
nished to-day by the connected recital 
of tho polar Journey of the latter. 

Peery’s story, while plain and con¬ 
vincing. will serve only to add fuel to 
the bitter controversy now in pro¬ 
gress between the partisans of tho 
two explorers. Dr. Cook’s denial of the 
charge* made by Pear)’ and his count¬ 
ering accusation of unfair tactics made 
by the latter have added to the un¬ 
pleasantness of the dispute. 

Comparison of the two explorers are 
Interesting. According to Dr, Cook, he 
left Smith’s Sound. February 19. 1908. 
and claim* to hove reached the pole 
April 21. 1908. a period of slxty-ono 
days on the Ice. He says he made an 
average of fourteen miles a dsv. 

Pear)* started from Cape Sheridan 
on February 15. 1909, and reached 
the pole April fl, 1909. which made his 
time on the ic»* fifty days, with an 
average of eleven miles a day. 

Herbert I#. Bridgman, secrotary of 
the Peary Arctic Club, declares that 
Peary, having discovered the North 
Pole, will now go in search of the 
8outh Pole.

BY COPENHAGEN UNIVERSITY 


In Presence of Crown Prince and 1,200 Persons American 
Explorer Receives Degree-^Promises To Send 
His Records. 



Copenhagen, Sept. 9.—The degree of 
Doctor Honoris Causa was conferred 
upon Dr. Frederick A. Cook by the Uni¬ 
versity of Copenhagen this afternoon 
In the pretence of the Crown Prince of 
Denmark and a distinguished gather¬ 
ing. 

Prof. Torp. rector of the University, 
in presenting the diploma to Dr. Cook, 
spoke cf the admiration his achieve¬ 
ment had aroused In the university, and 
declared that the news that another 
famous explorer had solved the same 
problem could In no way detract from 
the honor due Dr. Cook. 

In expressing his thanks Dr. Cook 
&aid he accepted the honor as testimony 
ol the genuineness of his Journey. He 
promised to send the university his 
complete record*, and he repeated that 
U was his Intention to dispatch a ship 
to Greenland at his own expense to 
bring down the two Eskimos who ac¬ 
companied him on his expedition. In 
conclusion the doctor said: 

"I can say no more, 1 can do no 
more; I show you my hands.” 

• • • 

Applause Was Prolonged. 


The ceremony occurr/ed in the great 
hall of the university In the presence 
of a company numbering 1,200 per¬ 
sons. Including a number of scientists. 
When Prof. Torp handed the parch¬ 
ment to Dr. Cook, the explorer arose 
to reply, but he was unable to speak 
for five minute* on account of the 
continued applause. 

Dr. Cook’s words In referring to the 


records he said he would send the uni¬ 
versity were: 

• • • 

Can Prove He Reached Pole^ 


"I can produce all desirable evidence 
that 1 reached the North Pole." 

He added that hie Eskimo compan¬ 
ion* would bo taken to New York, 
where they could b« examined by im¬ 
partial men of science. The function 
of conferring this degree was impres¬ 
sive In honor of Dr. Cook the entire 
body of professor* and students enter¬ 
ed the hall In precession. They were 
accompanied hy tho Danish Ministers of 
education and commerce and Maurice 
F. Egan, the American Minister to 
Denmark. An orchestra rendered one 
of Beethoven s symphonies. 

Prof. Torp said that the honor con¬ 
ferred upon Dr. Cook wa* the highest 
in the gift of the university, and com¬ 
plimented the explorer on the courug* 
and s*»lf-Micrifice which enabled him to 
go where no human txlng had ever 
sot his foot before. He declared that 
Denmark and the United States would 
trow be neighbors In the Far North. 
Then, warming up to hi* subject. Prof. 
Torp said with enthusiasm that thg 
Danish people not only admired Dr. 
Cook for hi* deeds, but also hecaus* 
he wa* an American. 

A crowd of more than 1,000 persons 
that had congregated outside the hall 
cheered Dr Cook as ho left, and follow, 
ed him to hi* motor car.

As these fact* were known, it la a^- 
Mimed by good Judges of the situation 
that undcubtcdly ample preparations 
had been made tor the eventuality of 
his death or retirement.

Wall Street Prepared. , 


Mr. Harriman’s clwith comes at a 
timo when. Ir. general, the business af¬ 
fairs of the country ore In excellent 
condition, with a realization of those 
bountiful crops which he himself. In 
one of his last notable interviews, 
prophesied would be one of the greatest 
bUftmlnlng factors of American credit. 
With these facta In mind and the gen¬ 
eral knowledge that Mr. Harriman in 
any event could not long continue hi* 
active carter, Wall street had already 
prepared Itself for the end whicn came 
to-day. There was no ftelLpg of shock 
or alarm, therefore, when the an¬ 
nouncement come, beyond the senti¬ 
ment of universal personal sorrow, and 
as the hour* progressed It became evi¬ 
dent that there was a genera) feeling of 
security, and oven of serenity, as to the 
future.

DEVOTED TO MRS. HARRIMAN 
AND THE CHILDREN. 


Judge Alex. P. Humphrey Knew E. 
H. Harriman Well Por 
Some Years. 


No many In Louisville, probably, 
knew E. H. Harriman so well os Judge 
Alex. P. Humphrey, who, as represent¬ 
ing the Southern Pacific Company in 
Kentucky, was brought into Intimate 
relations with the "Wizard of Wall 
Street." 

In speaking of Mr. Harriman yester¬ 
day, Judge Humphrey said; 

"I have known Mr. Harriman for a 
great many years, having business for 
people with him, and having business 
for him, especially as representing the 
Southern Pacific Company in Ken¬ 
tucky. It would be an entire waste of 
word* for mo to give an esUmat© of 
his ability and energy, which were in¬ 
deed Titanic; but I may say something 
about Mr. Harriman at home. 

"I have never had the opportunity 
to visit him at hi* country place. Ar¬ 
den. but I have driven over it once 
or twice. It conslts of thirty or forty 
thousand acre* In the hills of Ratnapo 
and is very near Tuxedo. He is mild 
to have fifty miles of macadam road, 
and this haa been laid out in the most 
striking way. 

"A trait «>f character which was 
most attractive was his devotion to 
Mrs. Harriman and his children. There 
was nothing that he was not witling 
to do which made for their happiness. 
Ho was specially anxious to give to 
his children all of the pleasures of 
country life. They were taught to ride 
and to drlvo, and ho built for their 
amusement and that of their frlehcU 
Adirondack Camp along the lako which 
Is in the hills on h4s place. There was 
nothing he liked on much as to be 
their companion, and there was no 
subject upon which he liked better to 
talk than that of his children and the 
pleasure they were to him. 

"He had a great fancy for horses— 
not of the racing type, but model 
horses^and his old office on Wall street 
was lined with pictures of those which 
had taken the premium at country fairs 
throughout Now York.’*

Prominent rail¬ 
road men to-night ore discus: lug the 
probable outcome, so far a* the Pitts¬ 
burg terminal of the Wabash is con¬ 
cerned During the panic, wherw the 
Wabash-Pittsburg terminal wont into 
the hands of a receiver, Harriman man¬ 
ifested considerable friendship toward 
the Gould*, sml a statement wo* made 
hero on the authority of persons prom¬ 
inently connected wKh the Gould liner 
east of Toledo, the Wheeling and Lake 
Eric, the Wabnsh-PlUsburg Terminal 
^ind the West Side belt line, that Harri- 
tuan would take the properties in hand, 
finance thvm. have tne receivership 
lifted, double-track the Wheeling and 
Luke Erie, and thus gain entrance to 
Pittsburg, either from the Erie road or 
the Baltimore and Ohio. 

The possession of the Wabash-Pitts¬ 
burg Terminal would have given Harri- 
trnn control of the West Side belt line, 
which tapied twenty miles at mills 
along the Monongahela River and 
which Andrew Carnegie before the or¬ 
ganization of the Su*i Trust promised 
George Gould thouid have 25 per cent, 
of tho tonnuge of the Carnegie Steel 
Company. 

Harriman had intended picking up 
the great wealth of tonnage George 
Gould dropped when he let out Joseph 
Ramsey, president of the Plttsburg- 
Wa bat h Termiral. 


HARRIMAN FORTUNE 

WAY UP IN MILLIONS. 


Recent Estimates Have Varied From 
$50,000,000 To $100,000,000. 


It Is believed by Mr. Harriman's as¬ 
sociates that the raliryad syxtcm which 
he organized and carried forward to 
such a degree of success will be con¬ 
tinued with practically no change of 
policy, and that plans to that end were 
perfected by Mr. Harriman long be¬ 
fore his death. 

There were numerous report* cur¬ 
rent In financial circle* during the aft. 
ernoon concerning the status of the 
vast properties under Mr Harrlman’H 
direction, one of these report* being 
that his securities Of the railroad prop¬ 
erties of which he w.ib the h*»ad h*d 
been trusteid and were held Intact f.,r 
the greater safety of his estate and the 
properties concerned. However, there 
wan no authoritative opinion forthcom¬ 
ing or: this report, or upon the general 
c ijqoritlcn to be made of his prop¬ 
erty. 

Death Means New Line.

New York, Sept. 9.—From all parts 
of the country there came a fiood of 
tributes upon Mr. Harriman's career 
and lifework—from railroad presidents, 
from bankers and from men prominent 
In mil walks of business and financial 
life. Friends, former business associ¬ 
ates, and even rivals of the great rail¬ 
road man, spoke as a unit of hi* tre¬ 
mendous power for work. As to the 
probable effect of his death on the 
financial world there was a variety of 
opinion, but comment wa* generally 
rather guarded.

Mr. Hill’s Tribute. 

One of the finest tributes to Mr Har¬ 
riman came from James J. Hill, an¬ 
other giant among the railroad builders 
and at one time business adversary. 
Ho said: 

"I have always regarded Mr Harri¬ 
man very highly. 1 have done a good 
deal of business with in the last few 
year* and some of It, as you know, 
has been of a rather strenuous charac¬ 
ter. So I think that 1 ought to know 
him pretty well. He did the work of 
several men during his lifetime. He 
was one who never left anything un¬ 
done and there are few men in the 
country whose place It will be harder 
to fill. It is greatly to be regretted 
that Mr. Harriman could not live to 
complete nil tho work which he had 
set out to do.

Financial Disturbance. 


New York, Bept. 9.—Recent estimates 
of Mr. Harriman’* personal wealth 
have varied all the way from $50,000.1100 
to $100,000,000 He was, of course, a 
large holder of securities of the various 
corporation* with w'hlch he wa* Identi¬ 
fied. Including In addition to the I’nion 
Pacific and Southern Pacific systems, 
over a score of smaller or tributary 
properties, not only in this country, but 
in Mexico as well. Report credited him 
wtlh large personal holdings in the 
Atchison, Topeka and Santa Fe road. 
Baltimore and Ohio, Delaware and 
Hudson, Erie, Illinois Central, New 
York Central, and Pacific Mall Steam¬ 
ship Company. Hi* holdings of Brook 
lyn Rapid Transit stock and bond* were 
very large a few year* ago, and those 
have probably boon increased in late 
years. He wa* reported to have been 
the largest individual stockholder In 
the Well* Forgo Express Company, 
which only recently acquired a virtual 
monopoly of the oxpre** business in 
Mexico. 

Mr Harriman’* real estate holding* 
in this city wore comparatively small. 
His home at Arden is said to represent 
an outlay of over $2,000,090.

-WEALTH NOT HIS GOAL” 

Former Gov. Odell. Han-imon's Clos¬ 
est Frleud, Pays Tribute.

closest personal friend* said to-night: 

"Wealth wns not his goal. Rather 
he aimed to do those thing* that would 
make hi* name synonymous with the 
broad national progress. His Ufe wo* 
devoted essentially to building up 
rather than to tearing down, and while 
many wondered at hi* daring, there 
never was a doubt In hi* own m'.nd as 
to hi* ultimate success In every under¬ 
taking.

Railroad Magnate, of the Northwest. Says There Are Few

hi* death. All Mr Harriman's prop¬ 
erties are In good shape. He was not 
one who would leave his affairs so sit- 
uuuhI that tho wolves could prey upon 
them. The great railroad systems 
which he has created will run along 
os usual and somehow or other his 
place will be filled, for an of us die, and 
yet the world wags on. 

"Mr Hurriman suffered intensely 
during his lllnos*. He was beyond hu¬ 
man aid. In view of tho suffering 
Which he had to undergo, and which 
he fucod so bravely. I believe that be 
l» happier now. The people of the 
United States arc not likely to forget 
the great work which he has accom¬ 
plished for them."

“Meteor of Railroad World.” 


Henry Clews, the Wall street banker, 
spoke of Mr. Harriman as *A brilliant 
meteor of the railroad world.’' He said: 

"Mr. Harriman’* success Is largely 
due to hi* forcefulneas. his energy ami 
his far-sightedness. He was bold, as¬ 
tute and energetic on hlsifleld of battle. 
He was a genius of tie constructive 
order, who towered high among the 
giants of Wall street. Nothing so well 
indicate* the great opportunity which 
still exist* In America as the rise of 
Mr Harriman, the son of a quiet coun¬ 
try clergyman. 

"His death ha* probably been dis¬ 
counted already on Wall street, as his 
precarious condition has been well un¬ 
derstood by the insiders. 1 do not be¬ 
lieve that any other single man will 
ev*r again occupy the position which 
Mr. Harriman has held. Peculiar com¬ 
binations of circumstances made pos¬ 
sible his one-man domination of the In¬ 
terstate railway situation. Till* oppor¬ 
tunity Is not likely to come again, es¬ 
pecially In view of the demand for new 
and more stringent Federal laws.”

Banker Stillman's Views. 


James Stillman, chairman of the 
board of directors of the National City 
Bank, spoke feelingly of the Ins* of his 
close personal friend and business a*- 
soclate. "I have long regarded Mr. 
Harriman," he *aid. "as probably the 
most remarkable genius that ho* ever 
developed in business life. He ha* been 
an upbultder and has left a permanent 
Impression on the map and in tho de¬ 
velopment of the country- The world 
has known few minds that have had 
such a grasp of large relations and 
problem* and at the same time such 
a firm grip upon details and such abil¬ 
ity for successful execution."

The Alton Deal. 


The Chicago and Alton transaction 
was the deal for which Mr. Harriman 
and his associates were most sluirply 
criticised, on the ground of Inflation 
of securities and so called watering of 
stock* and bonds. The syndicate paid 
$40,000,090 for tho road and In the 
course of reorganization converted 
f g 000 000 of old bond* and $22,000,000 
of’old stock Into $54,000,000 now bonds 
and $40,000,000 new stoak- 

The transaction was old and fairly 
well known In the financial district at 
tho time of the Interstate Commerce 
Commission's investigation of the Har¬ 
riman line* in >906, but the detail* 
brought greater general censure on the 
Harriman party than any other flnon- 
clal transaction. The syndicnte.lt was 
shown, had received or voted Itself a 
30 per cent, dividend soon after tho re¬ 
organization and had taken the new 
company's S P*-*r cent bonds at 65 and 
sold them to life insurance companies 
among others at 96 The defenue of 
Mr Harriman and his associates wa* 
that the new capitalization was Justi¬ 
fied by the back earning* put Into the 
property In capital expenditure, but 
never capitalized, and in the new mon¬ 
ey expended on the road In improve¬ 
ments and extensions.

After Hill. 


the contest Mr Horriman had been 
elected a trustee of the Equitable Life 
As*uran«'e Society and had borrowed 
$2,700,000 from that institution, pre¬ 
sumably to defray In part his share of 
the campaign t*xpen*et». Fr»m that 
time until the life insurance investiga¬ 
tion In 1905- he Increased his influence 
in the Equitable and when the row 
broke out between James Haze a Hyde 
ami President Alexander. Mr. Harriman 
endeavored to secure control of the 
company, The manner in which he 
wo# thwarted by Thomas F. Ryan, who 
(Knight up the control unknown to Mr. 
Harriman. was fully explained in the 
life insurance investigation. There also 
cam* out Mr. Harriman’s anger In the 
threat against Mr. Ryan at the time 
and In his origination of the phrase 
"Not yet. but soon.” in reply to a ques¬ 
tion a* to whether he had made good 
Ills throat.

The Rock Island Campaign. 


In 1904 the Rock I4land part y. which 
controlled the Rock Island and the St. 
Louis and San Francisco, took a fancy 
for the Chicago and Alton and emu¬ 
lated the tnetlcs used by the Harriman 
party In the Northern Pacific campaign. 
The stock wna bought up so quietly 
under the direction of D. G. Reid and 
Edwin Hawley that tho coup wo* suc¬ 
cessful. The Rock Island men for two 
years thereafter shared control of the 
road with the Union Pacific, then oust¬ 
ed the Harriman directors altogether 
and sold the road eventually to one of 
Mr Hawley** companies, where tho 
control still rests.

Control of Illinois Central. 


The Illinois Centra! stock acquired 
by Union Pacific was used effectively 
in ousting Stuyvesant Fish from the 
presidency of the Illinois Central afbr 
a long and hlrter contest. Thut was 
the last of Mr. Harriman** long and 
spectacular fights in railroads and the 
markets. He made conquests afterward, 
but these were peaceful triumphs and 
grew out of the establishment of har¬ 
monious relations In the rallrqad and 
hanking fields in the troubled times of 
tho panic.

Peaceful Conquest.

strife with the Goulds, dating from the 
Inception of the Gould scheme for a 
transcontinental line. Three of the 
Gould Eastern lines and one of the 
Western lines wore unable to weather 
the panic and George Gould eventually 
went to Mr Harriman and Kuhn. Loeb 
A Company for help. The terms on 
which he secured It have never been 
bully disclosed, but it is known gener¬ 
ally that they are entirely satisfactory 
to the Harriman party. 

Since the panic also Mr. Harriman 
had co-op,-rated In measures for the 
Improvement of the Erie, had turned 
the Central of Georgia over to the Illi¬ 
nois Central and had become a director 
In the New York Central. This year 
also he had made a clog- traffic connec¬ 
tion between Union Pacific and Kansas 
City Southern and secured the election 
of two representatives on tho Kansas 
City Southern board.

Controlled Four Bllllona. 


At the time of his death. Mr. Harri¬ 
man had either under his control or 
more or less under his Influence rail¬ 
roads with a mileage In excess of 60.- 
000. approximately $4,000,000,000 capital 
and an annual earning power of about 
$750,000,000 But this broad statement 
Include*, of course, such ro:*d.s o* New 
York Central. Delaware and Hudson 
and Erie, In which his Influence though 
important, would doubtless not have 
been paramount had at any timo an 
Iftsujo arisen with other equally influen¬ 
tial directors.

The Harriman Properties. 


Having acquired the Union Paclfie, 
Southern Pacific and Alton prior to 
the spring of 1901, Mr. Harriman and 
his associates in that year took excep¬ 
tion to th^purchase of the Chicago. 
Burlington and tjulncy by James J. 
Hill and Mr. Hill’s associates. They 
Insisted that this acquisition threaten¬ 
ed the community of Interest among 
road* in the West and Northwest and 
retaliated by endeavoring to wrest the 
Northern Paclfie from Mr. Hill.

The Northern Pacific Comer. 

The contest led to the Northern Pa¬ 
cific comer, which culminated on May 
9 1901 when Northern Pacific Soared 

to 100*0 and tho vn<lre stock market 
wont to pieces. Shorts were permitted 
by a compromise settlement to cover 
their contracts and the contestants got 
together to stay the panic. On the 
showdown the Harriman party had a 
majority of sharos. Including common 
and preferred, hut the HtU party hud 
a majority of the common, was In con¬ 
trol of the road and had the right to

Defeated In Courts. 


All Interests finally bunched thslr 
holding* of Northern Pacific, Great 
Northern and Burlington in a new 
holding company, the Northern Securi¬ 
ties Company. Subsequently the courts 
dissolved the Northern Securities Com¬ 
pany under the Sherman anti-trust law 
and ordered the return of the ztock of 
th« roads to prior holders. This out- 
eomo left the Harrlmnn party In con¬ 
trol of none of tho three roads In the 
merger and in this respect was a de¬ 
feat for it- moo 

Borrows From Equitable. 


The railroads that were either ab¬ 
solutely tinder Harriman control or 
were considered under his sphere of In¬ 
fluence to a greater or )e*s extent were 
Union Pacific, Southern Pacific, Ore¬ 
gon Short Line, Oregon Railway and 
Navigation Company, San Pedro, Lo* 
Angelt-s and Salt Lake, St. Joseph and 
Grand Island, Delaware and Hudson, 
Erhi, Illinois Central.

He 
had a town house at 1! East Sixty- 
second street, but resided most of the 
year on his 30.000-acre e-tate at Arden,

Tho second group consists of the roads which Harriman is known to 
have controlled as to polioy, either by stock ownership by himself alone

‘ organization, that is, independent of the organization of the Harriman 
group proper. • * 

The third group of roads consists of those in whieh Harriman or the 
Union Pacific owns large blocks of stock, but over which he did not openly 
txerciee control.

HARRIMAN ENTERED)WALL STREET 

WHEN GOULD AND VANDERBILT RULED 


Young Trader Kept His Head Above Water In the Dark 
Days of the Seventies While Men of Greater 
Experience Perished—The Building of 
His Railroad Empire. 


New York. 8opt. 9 —(RpodalA—In 
1907. not long after ths linos under nJs 
control hud been subjected to a search¬ 
ing investigation by the Interstate 
Commerce Commission, E. H. Harriman 
took a trip over his Western roads, and 
in the West was reported as aaying 
that he "would control all tho roads in 
the United States if he could get them. * 
The remark was characteristically Im¬ 
politic and was officially denied at the 
Union Pacific offices here, but whether 
it was made or not It was a typical 
expression of Mr. Harriman’s ambition. 
Nor Is there any doubt that he went 
further In gratifying such an ambition 
than any of his contemporaries or pred¬ 
ecessors In railroad management or 
corn rol. 

• • • 

King of All. 

PThe control exercised by J*V Oould 
over railroads, which was essentially a 
stock market control, may have been 
relatively as important, th* difference 
between the railroad inlleogo ;n Gould’s 
time and in Harriman's being taken 
Into account. Commodore Vanderbilt’s 
work In linking together railroads into 
one big system may also have been 
relatively as Importunt. for he was a 
pioneer In railway construction. But 
Jay Gould never had stock market con¬ 
trol of so many railroad securities and 
Commodore Vanderbilt never brought 
together railroads of such mileage as 
did Mr. Harriman. In Influence over 
roads not under direct control his 
prominence was also as great at least 
as that of any other contemporaries or 
predecessors. 

Son of Clergyman. 


Neither his early surroundings nor 
his education, unless Wail street be 
considered hl» alma mater, were calcu¬ 
lated to instill a liking for either the 
speculative or the business end of rail¬ 
roading Ifis father, the Rev. Orlando 
Harriman. was in charge of St. George’s 
Episcopal church. Hfttnpsteod. L. I.. 
when the son Edward Henry was born 
In the rectory on February 25. 184S. rle 
wa* one of six children, four boys and 
two girls, and the family was as Poor 
ns It is possible now to eonscrv© the fam¬ 
ily of a clergyman In ths vicinity of 
Greater New York. In West Hoboken, 
from 1869 to H66. the father's salary 
was but $200 and port of that he had 
to take In notes. Obviously, there was 
no chance for a college education for 
R H Harriman or any of the other 
children, and all that the future railroad 
nmn got wag a couple of years In 
church school to supplement a course 
In the public schools.

Business Training. 


Hla business tc&lnlng began with hi* 
entrance Into a Wall-street house while 
ho was Mill In hi* teens. About this 
time hla mother fell Into a comfortable 
legacy, but work was, nevertheless, a 
necessity, and young Harriman must 
have grirr^ the complexities of Wall- 
street business method* with remark¬ 
able alacrity. Also, he murt have Im¬ 
pressed hi* nbPlty and diligence on men 
of wealth or been fortunate in specula¬ 
tion. for only *h© year offer he attained 
his majority he purchased a scat on 
the Stock Exchange.

Early Trader On 'Change. 

When he then, in 1S70. started In 
Ftock Exchange business, ho did not 
N-gln as Junior partner in an ex¬ 
change house, th© customary method 
for young broker*. He had confidence 
in htnuedf rnd rushed into one of the 
w ost difficult businesses in the world, 
that of a ofior truder, a business that 
require* a combination of great 
shrewdness, extreme quirking and en¬ 
tire mental pols© in exciting and 
troublous times; and at this time then© 
was popular need alro of ripe Judgment 
and extreme caution, for It was tha 
lime of the meet during operations of 
Jay Oould, Commodore Vanderbilt, 
Daniel Drew and their contemporaries.

Thrived Mightily. 

Under the new management and un¬ 
der the stimulus of tho tremendous 
business revival of the first McKinley 
Administration Union Pacific thrived 
mightily. The company met Its Inter¬ 
est payments, paid preferred stock div¬ 
idend* without difficulty and presently 
hod good enough credit to float another 
issue of securities and acquire the 
Oregon Short Line and the Oregon 
Railway and Navigation Company. 
Both lines have proved valuable as 
part* of the Union Pacific system, but 
Oregon Short Line had a great valu«* 
apart from Its usefulness a* a railroad. 
It had a broad, comprehensive charter 
and permitted Mr Harriman to accom¬ 
plish for himself and his associates 
what Lawson promised in Bay state 
Gas. In later year* this Oregon Short 
Line, thnnks to Its churter. became the 
favorite holding company for the Union 
Pacific system and permitted it to make 
acquisitions of other lines that other¬ 
wise would have been Impossible.

Control of Sou thorn Pacific. 


To this Oregon Short Line In 1901 
was turned a controlling Interest in tho 
Southern Pacific, a company so superior 
to Union Pacific Jn mileage and re¬ 
sources that at that time the transaction 
was described a* certainly one ca»e in 
which the tail actually did wag the 
dog. With the Southern Pacific came 
the Central Pacific, which it controlled, 
and the Union Pacific now did not . nd 
"In the air" at Dgdcn. I»ut had a direct 
central line to the Pacific coast *t San 
Francisco.

HARRIMAN WORKED 

HIMSELF TO DEATH. 


President Harahan. of the Illinois 
Central, Talks About the Rail¬ 
road Wimard. 


Jackson. Mis*.. Sept. 9.—Grief-strick¬ 
en at the loss of a friend and builners 
associate. J. T. Harahan, president of 
the Illinois Central rail mad, to-night 
paid ft tribute to the memory of Ed- 
w’ard H- Harriman, not only a* & 
genius of finaqco, but a* a kindly man. 
devoted to his' family and loyal to his 
friends. 

Through twenty year* of association 
Mr. Harahan had come to know Mr. 
Harrlmun well. To-night, a* ho sat in 
his private car. en rout© to Chicago 
from New Orleans, he recounted to the 
Associated Press many Incident* of the 
life of the railroad magnate. 

Mr. Harahan left New Orleans at 
1 o’clock this afternoon, and It was 
not until three hour* later. Just south 
of McComb City, that a special w ire 
flashed tho ndv* as he was speeding 
northward. 

"I scarcely know what to say. I am 
so overcome by this awful news." de¬ 
clared Mr Harahan. "Though 1 havs 
known for two days that the end wo* 
near, tho shock haa nevertheless been 
a great one. 

"Mr. Hatriman was one of the best 
all-around railroad men that wa* ever 
in this country." he added; “a man 
whose word wa* a* good as hi* bond. 
America will mis* him; the world will 
mis* him. It wllj be hard to fill his 
place. 

"He was a wonderful genius from 
whatever viewpoint you look at him. 
Quick to think and act. hi* deeds were 
sometimes puzzling to those whose 
minds wore less active. And yet. In the 
end, his Judgment was almost infallible. 
Problem* that other* would take days 
and weeks to solve his genius settled In 
an Instant. 

"He knew men. too, and could Judge 
uf their capabilities with an accuracy 
few leader* in the commercial world 
were capable of. 

"Especially wa* he a friend of th- 
South," adduri Mr. Harahan. "Hi* heart 
wa« in tho Illinois Central. Had he 
lived he would have mad© this section 
blossom like the rose. 

"It 1* too bad. too bad," he repeated. 
’He worked hirnzeif to death. At hi* 
desk aay after day for long hours, 
grappling with the biggest problem* of 
the railroad world, he struggled on and 
***ver tired, never discouraged un¬ 
til the human machinery could stand 
the strain no more. The life cords 
snapped—and now he is gone forever."

The proceedings began shortly be¬ 
fore 10 o'clock yesterday morning, 
when a largo audience of prospective 
purchasers put In iui appearance, hav¬ 
ing been apprised of th© ©ale by a large 
catalogue Issued by the Conant people 
week* agfx Lot No. 1, on th© corner of 
Story and Frankfort avenues, was of¬ 
fered first. Th© bids were spoken pret¬ 
ty lively for fifteen or twenty minute*, 
and th© property was finally knocked 
down to Mr. Ligon for 120,000. In a 
few minute* after the flrmt *ale was 
closed lot No. 2, adjoining the firat piece 
of property, fell into Mr Llgon’s hands 
for $7,500. In quick succession followed 
lots Nob. 2 and 4 for $10,000 ami $o7& 
respectively, making the total o( Mr. 
Llgon’s purchase $38,075. 

With the disposal of lot No. 4. th© 
auctioneer then turned his attention to 
the personal effects controlled by the 
company.

“Th© observation mad© by an ex¬ 
plorer would l*» similar to those of J 
navigator. Since he ha* not the facili¬ 
ties th© ocean liner* nnd wur ves¬ 
sels have, hi* obKervatlon* probably 
would vary slightly, but. If they were 
taken carefully, should not deviate 
more than a few' minute* beyond the 
accurate computation. To make these 
observation* would not require so ex¬ 
perienced an astronomer «s It would 
to duplicate them had they not been 
mad©. All the Instrument* needed 
would be a sextant and a mercurial 
horizon, the latter being a plat© and a 
tube of mercury used to get nn exact 
level. The observations would b© based 
upon the apparent elevation of the sun 
above the plane of th© horizon. Tba 
proof of finding the pole would be when 
thl* elevation remained practically th© 
same all through twenty-four hours, 
and to tiRcertAin tht* the discoverer 
must have remained at the pole fur ut 
least twenty-four hours.

"For Instance, on April 21. 1908. when 
Dr. Cook claims ho discovered the pole, 
th© declination of th© sun, that Is It* 
distaffc© from th© equator, would be a 
little lesa than 12 degree.*!

Clamoring for an honor 
usually dims the glory of*the claimant, 
even if tils claim proves valid. Com¬ 
mander Peary’ might well afford to sub¬ 
mit hi» proof before making his 
charges. 

It Is but natural that after a life 
time of effort and Anal success the 
veteran explorer should be keenly dis¬ 
appointed upon reaching oommunica-* 
tlon with the civilized world to find 
another man acclaimed as the discov¬ 
erer. But It would seem that a man 
Intrepid enough to reach the North 
Polo might be large-minded enough to 
refrain from clubbing the other fellow 
pending developments which must es¬ 
tablish positive proof. 

Dr. Cook tnay be a fraud, but up to 
now he has carried himself like a 
sportsman -and gentleman, which Is 
more than can' be said for Peary. The 
spectacle of Commander Peary. “ 
claimant to everlasting fame, shout¬ 
ing over the cables that the other 
fellow Is unworthy of belief Is, to say 
the least, regrettable. A little dignity 
should go along with great achieve¬ 
ment^ Dr. Cook Is either a common 
adventurer or the discoverer of the 
pole. Tim® will prove which descrip¬ 
tion fits him. Jn the meantime the 
public will be more generous ttym is 
Commander Peary and will decline to 
condemn him without trial. 


Tuberculosis In New York. 

Nathan Straus, the New York 
philanthropist, believes that tntectcd 
milk U the principal cause of the 
spread of tuberculosis. Mr Straus has 
submitted some figures to the Interna¬ 
tional Medical Congress, at Budapest, 
which show that while physicians have 
been sblo to check the death rate, *here 
Is an alarming Incres-iK* in the number 
of new cases of the disease. In 1908, 
according to the figures of the Health 
Department of New York, there were 
23,825 new cases of tuberculosis. The 
compilation for the first six mouths of 
1909 gives a total of 13,350 new cases, 
tn speaking of this appalling showing. 
Mr Straus said: 

"There !• no tray In which these fig¬ 
ures can be shorn of their alarming 
significance, namely, that the number 
of new case* of tuberculosis Is in¬ 
creasing. tn spite of better housing and 
working conditions. And these figures 
are paralleled In every other city In 
which similar data Is available. 

'The logical and Inevitable conclusion 
Is that we must go bark to the proven 
source of much human tuberculosis If 
we are to check the ravages of this 
plague. We must not stop at protect¬ 
ing the healthy from human Infection, 
but we must save the well from the 
Infection that may lurk unsuspected in 
raw milk. 44 

New York City hna been acclaimed 
as leading the entire world in the fight 
on the white plague. If Mr. Straus* 
tabulations are correct, and there U no 
reason lo doubt them, there la nothing 
very encouraging to show for the ac¬ 
tive warfare that^ has been made on 
the disease. The old saving, "An 
ounce of prevention Is worth a pound 
of cure," evidently appeals strongly to 
Mr Straus. If I ts theory that infected 
milk Is the chief oauHntion source Is 
well founded. It should be possible by 
effective measures to reduce the num¬ 
ber of new caeei. Well-directed efforts 
In this direction will accomplish more 
than movemerts aimed solely ut cur¬ 
ing those who already have contracted 
the disease. No efforts need be spared 
lo alleviate suffering. ItVfe right 
to built] sanatorium!* and to t^jhlish 
camps and endow hospitals. This Is 
a work of humanity, and It Is to be re¬ 
gretted that the world has been so tong 
In waking up to Its necessity. 

Mr. Straus declares that the populg 
tlon of N *w York has increased 24» p r 
cent, since 1902. "while the number of 
new cases of tuberculosis reported in n 
>enr has Increased 300 per cent." The 
vast resources of the great metropolis, 
he’ says, are taxed to tho utmost to| 
care for the growing army of con¬ 
sumptives In a deplorable situation 
like this tiiere Is small consolation in 
the fact that the death rate has been 
held In check. 

Perhaps It !» too soon to expect any 
re mark n Me results from tho genera! 
movement against tuberculosis. In it 
period of five years or ten years hence, 
when there Is n casting up of accounts 
and « comparison of flgir wr, ther * may 
be o favorable showing. Tlmt such 
will U the outcome is devoutly to b«* 
hoped. Reforms move slowly and 
remedial agencies work slowly, per¬ 
sons who feel a strong Interest in such 
movements are disposed to be finpa*l*'»r 
at times because of the appcrc t ;**ca 


Fire Losses a Heavy Tax. 

Undenvrttlng authorities in Chicago 
who have been keeping up with the fire 
lr»9*>> of the current year be!kvc that 
the aggregate will exceed 1200.000.000 
when a compilation U made at th«» 
year’s close. Fire losses in the United 
States ur# mucli feavier 111 proportion 
than in the principal European coun¬ 
tries. An example of this Is dh«*wn In 
Berlin, wlirro the annual fire loss In 
about $150.f00. Berlin U ft third larger 
than Chicago, but the annual loss ir 
Chicago approximates $5.00^.000. 

A comparison of figures shows that in 
Garmany FVance, Italy. Spain, Bel¬ 
gium. Holland, Switzerland and Great 
Britain the average annual fire loss per

Tho United states, which leads tho 
world In enterprise, also leads in waste¬ 
fulness. 

In face of reconJs like that shown 
by the compilation.) made by the Chi¬ 
cago underwriters. It might be M’ell to 
start some sort of a national movement 
for the conservation of property a* well 
as the conservation of resources. The 
destruction of 1200.000.000 worth of 
property In one year Is a heavy tax 
on the activities and the material 
wealth of a country, even though that 
country Is growing at so marvelous a 
rate as Is the United Ktates. 

The mere flguros, staggering though 
they be, do not adequately represent 
the losses. Some of thc^o fires result 
In th® wiping out permanently of Im¬ 
portant enterprises. The effects of n 
conflagration In a prosperous town or 
city nre felt for years. In their wake 
foltow loss of trade, loss of employ¬ 
ment and stagnation of business. Fam¬ 
ilies often lose their all and are left 
without house or heme, to begin life 
over again under the moat dis¬ 
couraging circumstances. One fire with 
a loss of such Insignificant proportions 
as to pass unnoticed outside of its Im¬ 
mediate vlcir.lty may leave a loug train 
of disaster to the community wbeti it 
occurs. The loss of life in the aggre¬ 
gate Is heavy, and tho amount of mis¬ 
ery that Is entailed In fire damag«» 
that reach 1200.000.000 In a twelve- 
month Is pest comprehension. 

Vast sums are spent on appuruus 
and equipment for fighting fires. Thor© 
la constant Improvement In methods, 
but with it all there Is a tendency to 
Increasing annual losse|. Tho situa¬ 
tion Is one that is worthy of serious 
thought fr>m States and municipalities. 
It should bo possible to do something 
to reduce the total of this enormous 
yearly aiwjthilathm of property.

For some time the Houston Post, 
moved to that Christian endeavor by 
the chivalry of Col. George Bailey, has 
discharged the duties of press agent 
for the unorganised and unattached 
dimpled and red-headed widows of Tex¬ 
as.

"The purpose of the new association W 
to repress knavish uuposture and to aid 
and strengthen the physically crippled 
aiid physically sick who niuy be in a 
way to become mendirants and Im¬ 
postors. We purj>os* to Work as a sort 
of socialised polio®, and hope to cover th© 
entire country." 

Efforts will b© mad© In a systematic 
way, it is further explained, to single 
cut impostors. When they uro singled 
out, photographs and records will be 
made, and. after acquiring a collection 
of records, the association hopes to be 
able to co-operate wilh th© police in 
railroading the professional tramp) to 
jail. If the statistician 4 * census..of 
trnmpdorn is correct, the society will 
have material to work on for a long 
time. The labor of singling cut and 
photographing 7.000,000 tramps and 
writing their various biographies rep- 
lescnts a task that would be appalling 
to anyone outride of this <^>ierto of 
New York reformers. The average 
tramp Is not partial to sitting for his 
photograph and Is not disposed to bo 
communicative about his personal his¬ 
tory and habits. 

The agent of 'the National Associa¬ 
tion for the Prevention, etc., would 
carry no badge or aiflhorlty that would 
awe, or Influence the tramps Into ac¬ 
quiescence with the agent’s wishes. A 
polite request for a sitting wouldn't 
£«i very far with a genuine Weary 
Willie, and tho agent would have no 
right to resort to the persuasive power 
of a policeman's club. Armed only 
with nerve and a camera, it muse needs 
be a brave tnan to beard th® trump In 
his den and demand his picture and his 
family history. Such a proceeding, If 
it did not approach a tragedy, would 
be a Joke. 

General prosperity will do something 
toward solving the tramp problem, and 
It is v/ell enough to leave the poilce to 
do the rest. The man who is a tratr.p 
for lack of employment will better his 
own condition when he sees tho oppor¬ 
tunity.

She Is not, 
of course, a Geraldine Farrar, yet site 
sing* satisfactorily, rather than brilliant¬ 
ly. a role tltat is exceptionally exacting 
In Its demand© Madame Butterfly Is upon 
the stage throughout the first and second 
acts und during most of third. The sheer 
physical strain of almost two and half 
hour* 6f continuous singing and express- 
lug intern© emotion that runa the gnmut 
from the JoyuusneM of & bride to the sor¬ 
row ai.d Uop.-rulWn of a deserted wife Is 
sufficient to tax the energies of a singer 
to the utmost. It is creditable to Mis* 
Norwood that she hold the attention of a 
©weltering audience, with but little aid 
from other members of the cast, and won 
enthusiastic applause. 

The story of Madam Butterfly Is too 
well known to me:lt retelling. The music 
with which Puccini has clothed the ©tory 
of the desertion of a Japanese wife by 
un American naval officer appeals to a 
wider audience than that which usually 
likes grand opera Although "Madam 
Butterfly" comes under the heading of 
grand opera, th© charm of the music is feit 
by almost anyone who boa a taste above 
the trashy. 

Tim opening scene is In Cho Cho Son's 
villa overlooking the harbor of Nagasaki. 
Hero the American officer, the marriage 
broker und the American Consul are seen. 
The forthcoming marriage Is discussed and 
the bride, accompanied by a number of 
bridesmaids, enters. The staging of this 
scene In the present production Is effec¬ 
tive, but la th© matter of costuming lib¬ 
erties are taken with the truth. Goro, tho 
Japanese marriage broker, wears whot is 
evidently the coat and aklrt of a Chines© 
Mandarin, a Buddhist priest wears. In¬ 
stead of a simple yellow robe, tho gar¬ 
ments of a Roman Catholic priest, topped 
by a garment resembling a mandarin coat. 
The hair dressing of the chorus la not 
atrlctly Japanese. 

Tho Interior of Cho Cho Son’s collage 
Is shown in ths second and third/acta. 
The second act ends effectively with Cho 
Cho Son, her little son and her maid, 
pationjly waning at th© window of tho 
cottage for th© coming of tha boy’s fa¬ 
ther. who haa returned to Japan after 
a three years* absence and Is In Ignorance 
of th© fact that he has a son. In th© third 
act the fact ta revealed to him. and Cho 
Cho Son, learning that her husband has 
married an American, kills herself. 

Tho opera is rendered with an orchestra 
of some twenty-flv© or thirty pieces uh* 
der skilled direction and. the orchestral 
music teaves little to be desired. In fact, 
the wora of the orchestra Is dlstlnstly in 
advance of that of tho cast. 

Ottloy Cranston, who sing* Sharpless, 
win* second honor*. Mr. Cranston is an 
English barytone who carti© to America to 
sing in the Savage production of "Parsi¬ 
fal." Ills vole© Is powerful and resonant* 
but his acting is somewhat stiff and un¬ 
impressive^ Henry Taylor, who sings 
Pinkerton, th© leading tenor role, has 
been with th© organisation for two sea¬ 
sons and haa born proclaimed as the pos¬ 
sessor of an exceptional voice, but he foil¬ 
ed t© get his share of th© applnus© last 
night. Ellon Jam**a, formerly of the Cast!© 
Square Opera Company, who sing* Suzuki, 
lias a good contralto vole© and makes a 
good impression In the songs allotted to 
her. Rudolph Koch, as Goro, the mar¬ 
riage broker, invests th© character with 
the cringing and contemptible qualities 
that tradlt Iona fly belong to that position 
In Oriental countries. 

“Madam Butterfly" remains for the rest 
od the week at the Masonic and a mati¬ 
nee will be given Saturday.

To-day will be the fifth and lost day 
of the annual Institute of the teachers 
of th© Jefferson county schools. For the 
first time in the history of Jefferson 
county’s schools the igMtltute this year 
has received tho enthusiastic support of 
all the teachers and not a single one has 
asked Mrs. Rosa A. Stunestreet, Super¬ 
intendent. to be excused from purlicipa 
tlon In the exercises.

He spoke of the phonetic 
spelling movement, saying that it would 
be hardly possible to attain the goal 
for the reason that pronunciation In 
different localities varied so gicitly.Jl© 
traced the spelling of, English words 
from Anglo-Saxon times when spelling 
was phonetic, to the present Fif¬ 

teen minutes a day Is enough time to 
devote to spelling In th© classroom, he 
said.

MAY BE BLACKBURN LINE. 


Lexington, K>\, Sept. 9.—(Special.)— 
A telegram received her© to-day from 
Dover. Del., stated that th© Kentucky 
Rapid Transit Company, with a capital 
stork of $10,000,000. had filed articles 
of Incorporation there for the purpose 
of beginning soon the construction of 
an electric traction lino from Lexington 
to Louisville via Frankfort. No further 
details were given in ih© dispatch, but 
It is prystvmed here that the company 
has been organized for the purpose of 
building the chain of traction lines 
through Northern and Central Ken¬ 
tucky Which it has been reported for 
Several months Kentucky and Eastern 
capitalists have had in contemplation. 

W. T. S. Blackburn, of Dry Ridge. 
Ky., has been one of tho most active 
promoters of this enterprise, and Is 
president of th© preliminary company 
which Is now making surveys for the 
proposed lines. An effort was made to 
talk to him by telephone, but his home 
In Dry Rldg© reported that be was out 
wtlh a surveying party and could not 
be reached to-day. His brother. E. R. 
Blackburn, cashier of the Union Bank 
A* Trust Company, of this city, wo* 
asked if the company Incorporated at 
Dover was f or the purpose of construct¬ 
ing th© traction lines in which his 
brother was Interested and replied: 
cunnot say, but it may be. My brother 
has been negotiating with Cincinnati

Accord in* to the articles of agreement 
if both men were on their feet when ten 
rounds had been fought no decision wn« 
tu be given. Referee Eddie 8inlth, how- i 
ever, eluted that Johnson waa entitled 
to the verdict. 

Johnson employed tantalizing Ip/tn and i 
forceful right uppercuts with such fre¬ 
quency that Kauffmann was fairly heivll- 
deuiJ Early in the contest his face be¬ 
gan to show signs of Johnson’s stinging 
punches, and in the third round a well- 
directed wallop started the blood flowing 
from Kaultmanu's fsce. 

Johnson appeared to bo holding hlmaslf 
U) reserve and it took constant jibing by 
the spectators and an occasional puncti 
from the blacksmith to atari him going 
When he did let go he played with Kauff¬ 
man as If the latter were a child. 

In the ninth round Kauffmann found 
Johnson's aromuch with u virion* right 
• wing It was Kauffmann s beat blow, 
and it convinced the negro that he had 
better be caieful. 

Tim contest proved, fight exports say. 
that Kauffmann should shun short-round 
affairs He appealed to gain strength as 
the battle progressed. whim Johnton who. 
apparently, bad trained none too well, be 
gan to ahow signs of weakening. 

In the seventh Kauffmann drew yells 
from the crowd by planting r.ght and left 
to the stomach In the eighth Johnson 
gut his revenge with right and left swing* 
to jaw and mouth, drawing blood copious¬ 
ly. Kauffman r. retaliated with a hard 
right hook to the stomach. Johnson Joked 
Incessantly with the crowd. 

Johnson looked a bit fat an he posed for 
a photograph, while Kauffman appeared 
to be in flue shape The ring wan cleared 
and the nmn were called to the center at 
3:n4 o'clock p m. 

Hound J— Johnson opened the battle with 
a well-placed left hook to the stoma. h.

Just beforu the 
round ended Kauffmann shot a right und 
left to the Jaw, but the champion only 
smiled.

The champion drove right and 
left to the stomach and hail Kauffmunn 
constantly on the defensive. Kauffmann 
made two weak efforts to land.

ers battled around the ring without any 
seripus damage being Inflicted. 

Round 8— Kauffmann was short with a 
left b-nd and the men clinched. Johnson 
suddenly broke loose and sent the Cttli- 
forinn almost into the press stand With 
a left hook to the body nnd a right 
across to the Jaw “Mix It. Al." the crowd 
yelled, and Al dhl so Rut He (pun* 
Johnson walling for him and the latter 
showed that he was muster of the situa¬ 
tion In any style of fighting that Kauff- 
mann could bring to him The round clos¬ 
ed with Ineffectual exchanges. Johnson 
having everything Ills own way 

Hound 7—Kauffmann tried with left for 
the Jaw. l»ut It was so easily blocked that 
fbc crowd yelled derisively. Kauffmann 
fought In close, but not a blow' landed, the 
black man sninttierlng every attempt. 
Kauffnmnn atnrtrd the crowd Into a real 
cheer by planting right and left to the 
stomach. A long clinch followed, during 
which Johnson held bark and cut loose 
alternately. Tho gong ended a featureless 
sound. It wiu* apparent to all that John¬ 
son was holding himself In reserve and 
only opened up when the fancy took him 

At the end of the aixth round Johnson 
unit* ;irel to b— having his own way with 
Kauffmann The latter had landed only 
two punches to live *t«»rnarh and was «*on- 
stanllv on the defensive.

Round 5 -Johnson opened with a 
straight left to the Jnw and aa the men 
closed In the black xwung right and left 
with great force to the jaw and rnouth.

Famous “Where Do I Stand” Letter, Which Caused Roose¬ 
velt To Put Him In the “Undesirable Citizen” Class. 


Washington. 8*pt. 9.—Figuring In 
many way®, in litigation that led up 
to the Supreme Court of the United 
States, in congressional debate and ac¬ 
tion In interstate commerce proceed¬ 
ings. the Interests of Edward H. Harrl* 
man have been conspicuous In the Gov¬ 
ernment dockst* at Washington. 

The Federal Government has pending 
a suit against th" Union Pacific. South¬ 
ern Pacific and other railroads con¬ 
trolled by the Horriman interests, for 
the dissolution of a combination among 
them, which Is charged with being vio¬ 
lative of the Sherman antl-trust law of 
1*90. In various parts of the country 
teatlmony Is being taken, and this j>art 
of the work Is well advanced. 

This 1# the only cose of very great 
An porta m-»* now pending between th* 
United State* Government and the 
Harriman Intcreat*. 

R was In 1907 that Mr. Harriman 
figured In a political controversy« of 
considerable Importance. Involving th* 
name of Theodor* Boosevelt. then 
President of the United States. Through 
a disgruntled stenographer there was 
brought to light a letter written by 
Mr. Harriman to Sidney Webster, a 
lawyer, In which Mr. Harriman com¬ 
plained that the Roosevelt administra¬ 
tion had not treated him fairly, after 
he had been Instrumental In raising 


letter ended with tlie now famous ques¬ 
tion, **Where do I stand?" 

Mr. Roosevelt was greatly Incensed 
at Jhe sentiments expressed In the let¬ 
ter, and came forth with his letter, (law 
equally famous, which originated the 
expression •‘undesirable citizen." 

To Strengthen Ms side of the case, 
Mr. Harrtnmn then produced a letter 
signed Theodore Roosevelt, and dated 
October 14, 1904. two weeks before Mr. 
Roosevelt's election to the presidency 
In that year. The letter, with the word 
Personal" Inscribed at tho top. was 
as follows: 

My Dear Mr Harriman—A suggestion 
has come to mo In a roundalKiut way that 
you do not think It wist* to come on to 
see me In these closing w«>eks of the 
campaign, but that you are reluctant to 
refuse.

If you 
think there Is any danger of your visit 
to me causing trouble, or if you think 
there Is nothing special I should be In¬ 
formed about, or no matter In which I 
could give aid. why. of course, give up the 
visit for the time being and then a few 
week* hence before 1 write my message I 
shall get you to come down to discus* 
certain Government matters not connect¬ 
ed with Hm* campaign With great re¬ 
gards. sincere vours.

Following addresses by Judge Parker 
and Mr. Osborne, chairman of the ex¬ 
ecutive committee, Edward M. Shep¬ 
ard's selection os permanent chairman 
was ratided.

Judge Parker Speaks. 


Judge Parker, In his speech, said. In 
part: 

We are here for no selfish purpose 
This conference 1* no place for th* man 
whose ambition for high official station U 
greater than his desire to render a public 
service. It l* the place for patriotic men 
who are willing to make sacrifice for the 
public good. 

And who that ho* mode a careful *tudy 
of the political condition of our country 
can doubt that the need of the hour U 
the upbuilding of a party so fundament¬ 
ally sound In It* principle* and so clean 
In its leadership that tho people will select 
It a* the Instrument to drive from place 
and power the party that has seated Its 
money changers In the temple of liberty, 
where they have bought and sold the 
privilege of collecting from the people in 
on* form or another tho riche* In which 
they riot 

Only a few years ago we had our flrst 
blliion-doUar Congress. Now we have a 
two-billlon-dollar Congress. The original 
cast of the Erie Canal wa* seven million 
of dollars. Now, th© Federal Government 
spends within three days what It co*t to 
build that canal. Our speculative pros¬ 
perity boomers axe raising values on the 
strength of unusual crop*. Secretary Wil¬ 
son estimating the value of our wheat 
crop at $820,000,000 and the hay crop at 
$G21,000,000. The appropriations of th© Fed¬ 
eral Government for this year oxceed 
either, and are equal to flve-stxths of th© 
total value of both crop*.

State Extravagance, Too. 


The example of the Republican Federal 
Administration has been faithfully fol¬ 
lowed in many State* which have passed 
under th© control of that party. 

It will be said that, as th© country is 
growing In population and wealth, so the 
expenses of Government would naturally 
Increase. True, but the Increase 1* out of 
all proportion to our growth, and It bean* 
heavily upon every* Industry In the coun¬ 
try and upon every man's Income, and 
will continue to bear util! more heavily 
unless wo bait the waste and extrava¬ 
gance tha.t la responsible for a large meas¬ 
ure of It.

Finally, an aroused public sentiment 
seemed to threaten discovery of the fact 
that the Republican party was responsi¬ 
ble for the ponenforcement of law, and 
further that the reason for it was to be 
found in the alliance between the Na¬ 
tional and State organisations of that 
party and the law-defying trusts, com¬ 
binations and corporations.

man Is liable at time* to be warp**d by his 
environment out of the right path. He is 
apt to be blinded by self-bias and at times 
inflamed and misled by eelf-tnterest. con¬ 
sciously or unconsciously, as It may be 
The De m ocracy, conscious of this Inher¬ 
ent weakness, sought to guard against it 
from the beginning and declared, and ha« 
ever maintained, that a free people are 
the happiest and most prosperous, natur¬ 
ally developing the greatest responsibility 
tn the economy of human society and the 
individual, which gives us a nation of th© 
strongest and most virile men equal to 
any rmergency they may be called upon to 
d©a» with The Democracy has always 
proclaimed that the Government should 
be possessed of none but well-defined 
powers, not broader than required, hav¬ 
ing du' regard to the self-bias of man and 
his selfish mas; and that the government 
ts best which governs least and yet Is suf¬ 
ficient. with a self-reliant Imllt ldunllsm 
among the electorate to make a free, hap¬ 
py and prosperous people, a law-abid.ng 
and onler-loving race, and preserve or¬ 
der and teach order-loving to those who 
live among us and may be otherwise dis¬ 
posed And the Democracy has freely de¬ 
clared that the Ind’vidual or local com¬ 
munity shall not be tyrannized over by 
other*, be they a small or a large minor¬ 
ity. or a small or a large majority; or by 
governmental agents, either In the exec¬ 
utive. judiclnl or legislative departments 
of the Government.

Tax On Incomes. 


Now. with regard to the proposed con¬ 
stitutional amendment giving in* Federal 
Government power to levy an Income tax. 
Many Democrats favor the same, on the 
ground that the national Government 
should be clothed with such power in 
time of war Many believe that a tariff 
reform downward will never be realized 
until other means of raising revenues be¬ 
sides by tariff can be resorted to. Many 
believe that Congress has this power—that 
an Income tax Is constitutional—notwith¬ 
standing the adverse iK-cHlon thereto by 
the Supreme Court by a change of vote of 
a Justice who had voted to uphold It. and 
that th© Supreme Court, as It luts been 
constituted by many new’ members since 
then, will uphold such a tax If brought 
before it. Many believe that thl* amend¬ 
ment should pass to remove any doubt of 
Its constitutionality rather than strain the 
Constitution by a judicial construction In¬ 
volving the bupreme Court in another 
reversal of Itself on the question. Many 
believe such a tax. fairly levied, free from 
all spirit of oppression, is a most Just, 
equitable and wise tax and less burden¬ 
some on the taxpayer titan other forma 
of taxation. Many, on the other hand, 
oppose the same on Lhe ground that there 
is an element of espionage on th* part of 
the Government t!»ou©ht to be necessary 
to Its enforcement. Others say that It con 
be avoided by levying the same on the 
dividends of the corporations now doing 
so large a part of the business of th* 
country and by letting the sworn return 
of others be the Anal basis of the levy; 
and little will be lost, for the American 
people are not a nation of perjurers. Many 
believe that the almost unanimous action 
of Congrea* Is entitled to some respeot and 
likewise that tho action of four Demo¬ 
cratic National Conventions In favor of 
such a tax. which in turn was approved 
by our Btat© convention, is entitled to 
some respect.

Can B© Left To People. 


Many believe that harmony among Dem 
ocrats will not be promoted by this con¬ 
ference of Democrats formally opposing 
this amendmont and that it can be left 
to the constituents of the Senators now 
elected and the Assembiymon to be elect¬ 
ed this fall, of both parties, whose repre¬ 
sentatives In both Houses of Congress, 
With practical unanimity, voted for the 
amendment.

Robber Barons Eclipsed. 


Many believe that the present tariff bill 
is a robber of the consumer, thougn Taft 
has cordially shakon hands therewith, and 
that it outstrips the audacity of the rob¬ 
ber knights of th© Sixteenth century; 
but It will be better understood and the 
issues thereupon better defined two years 
hence, when the effect of Its provisions 
upon American conditions may have been 
tested; the Middle West an*! East, In the 
opinion of many, will never consent to 
bear th© burden of slavery which that 
bill lmpuees. and that the Insult by those 
who, with selfish interest, financed the 
Taft campaign in consideration for this 
law will be resented in the course of time. 
Some believe the appearance of dlff* 
between Taft and Aldrich and Payne was 
feigned and will fool no one. The Presi¬ 
dent recently declared that duty upon 
cotton goods was duty upon luxuries, and 
that luxuries should bear the burden The 
wearer* of cotton goods us© the cheapest 
textile fabric of the world. The users of 
cotton calicoes, sheetings and shirtings 
will be surprised to learn that they in¬ 
dulge in luxury and should bear an extra 
burden therefor.

Degrading* Material lam. 


We live In tho age of degrading ma¬ 
terial Ism. As a constitution restrains the 
majority from Invading the rights of oth¬ 
ers. so the faith of our fathers should be 
respected. 

No on© who watched the proceedings of 
the extra session of Congress can believe 
it wn* an Independent department of gov¬ 
ernment. The tariff bfil was enacted by 
Aldrich. Cannon and Taft—by a stretch 
of imairination some might Include Payne 
as n particf’ps criminls The legislative 
functions havo been usurped by the Ex¬ 
ecutive In connections with his agent in 
each bouse. Well may the people call 
for the emancipation of Confress. May 
the revolt against such usurpation, mini, 
footed by some of the Senators and Con¬ 
gressmen of the Middle West, prove real 
and successful. 

Th© dominating cause of an apparently 
universal discontent, arousing an un^atu 
rat and dangerous unrest, awakening a 
disrespect and even a hostility for law 
and order can be traced to the great cost 
of living tn our country, entirely consum¬ 
ing th* high wages and salaries that pre¬ 
vail throughout the country, leaving no 
accumulations at the end of the year. 
What dissatisfying effect has great pros¬ 
perity. when one’s entire earnings are 
absorbed by such an enoruos cost of liv¬ 
ing. as never existed In any part of the 
world before? This Is largely due to a 
tariff policy subordinated to the special 
interest* of those who finance the Re¬ 
publican machine. In total disregard of 
the consumers. Labor strikes, which are 
now of *uch frequent occurrence, leading 
to dlsorer and even violence calling for 
the declaration of martini law In a time 
of peace, are fairly attributable. In part 
at least, tn such a high cost of living, to 
which Is directly traceable to th© unreot 
and disorder induced by such disregard 
of the rule of human subsistence.

TURN DOWN SALOON LICENSE. 


The Democratic primary will be hold 
on Friday, September 24, between the 
hours of 1 and 8 o'clock, for the nomi¬ 
nation of officers to bo voted for uu 
November 2. The Democratic commit¬ 
tee will open headquarter* at once. 
The rules for tho government of the 
primary will be fixed at it meeting of 
the committee to Lh) hold this evening 
at 8 o’clock, but these rules are already 
well denned. None bpt Democrats can 
vote In the primary. At the meeting 
of the committee held on Wednesday 
night, Harry Brcotz was circled secre¬ 
tary of the committee In place of Harry 
A. Friend, who was compelled to re¬ 
linquish tho place of secretary on nn- 
count of holding a place in the Indiana 
Reformatory at Jeffersonville. 

Mr. Friend was given a rising vote 
of thanks for having served so long 
and acceptably without compensation. 
On motion of John J. Lyons. City Chair¬ 
man Cody was authorized to appoint 
additional precinct chairman, and the 
following were appointed to look after 
the interests of the party In the various 
voting precincts of tho city at the com¬ 
ing election, beginning with the First 
ward and ending with the Seventh: 
John Parsons. Dennis Sweeney, Dennis 
Gleason, Ollle McBride, Benjamin 
Hlnkebcln, Janies Flynn, George B. Mc¬ 
Intyre, Dr. J. F. Meyer. John Horn. Jr.. 
William Smith. Daniel Walsh, Henry 
Pagt*. Joseph Renn. Frank Bocart, John 
Peffor.* Ed O’Donnell. Daniel Humph¬ 
rey, Thomas Richardson. John J. Lyons. 
Charles Long. Mike Farrell. John A. 
Cody. J F. O’Brien, Harry Brest*. Wil¬ 
liam Kreutzer, Thomas McGuire and 
Alex Dean. 

Ten candidates appeared before the 
committee and announced thut they 
would abide by the rules, among these 
being four candidates for Mayor; Qua 
Greene. John F. Baylor. G. Oscar Ernl 
and George W. Case. 

A number of candidates announced 
for Councilmen. It Is expected that at 
tho meeting to-night there will be fur¬ 
ther announcements. 

The candidates for Mayor yesterday 
entered actively Into tho race. Mr. 
Grerno Is a member of the Council 
from the Fifth ward; Mr. Baylor was 
formerly County Treasurer; Mr. Case Is 
a member of the police board, and Dr. 
Ernl Is a well known physician. Either 
one of the aspirants would make an 
acceptable Mayor. U Is believed the 
entries for this office have closed, al¬ 
though those who see flt to enter , may 
qualify any time between now and Sep. 
tember 18. by paying the required en¬ 
trance fee. 

Workhouse At County Jail. 

The Board of Coun’y Comm Is! oners 
at a session held yesterday In the 
courthouse at New Albany decided to 
open a workhouso in tbe rear of the 
county Jail. Sheriff Sittason was In¬ 
structed to make arrangements for the 
opening of the workhouse not later than 
January 1. At the present time the 
prisoners in the county jail do noth¬ 
ing. The sheriff will buy about 1.000 
perch of stone, and the Inmates here¬ 
after will be employed In breaking 
stone or doing some other employment 
which will keep them out of mischief. 

Tho county owns the two building* 
In the rear of the Jail, but for the 
present these will not be taken over 
it la tho Intention to first try out the 
experiment of allowing the prisoners 
to work in a small way. and If It Is 
found to be beneficial to the county 
the two buildings In the rear will be 
converted Into a regular workhouse. 

Tho commissioners authorized an ex¬ 
penditure for repairing tho county Jail, 
and at the October term It is likely 
an appropriation will be made for tho 
Improvement of the courthouse which 
Is badly In need of repairs and repaint¬ 
ing. 

At the present session of the board, 
which Adjourned yesterday, three sug¬ 
gestions were carried out. viz.: To 
call in tho county orders amounting to 
$200,000, and to replace them with 
bonds: to install a workhouse at the 
county Jail, and to repair the old 
building. The commissioner!! have 
promised that at the October term 
*omo other suggestions may be Car¬ 
ried out which will >b© of benefit to 
the taxpayers. The present Board of 
Commissioners and County Council 
are the most progressive and watchful 
of the Interests of the taxpayers that 
has served In the county for many 
years. It is through no fuult of theirs 
that the county U now* so largely In 
debt. By the refunding of tho county 
orders the county will save many thou¬ 
sands Of dollars each year which was 
collected by the banks ns Interest on 
theso orders. It Is Ukeiy also that the 
taxpayers will be benefited by the 
prisoners In the Jail going to work In¬ 
stead of living In Idleness. 


Well-Known Franciscan Priest Dies. 

Information was received In Now Al¬ 
bany yesterday of the death of the Rev. 
Father Francis Neubauer, of the Fran¬ 
ciscan Order, at the monastery in Syra¬ 
cuse. N. Y. Father Francis wns the 
first superior of the monastery of the 
order at the farm and horn* In La¬ 
fayette township known ns the Mar>* 
Anderson Monastery, which was deeded 
to Miss Anderson by her uncle. Father 
Miller, and afterward deeded back to 
the order by Miss Anderson and her 
brother, Joseph Anderson. Father 
Francis took hold of the place, which Is 
a secluded spot on top of the knobs, 
about six miles from New Albany, 
and made It a place of beauty. He Is 
remembered with affection by the peo¬ 
ple of I.afnyett*' township He was 72 
years of age. HI* funeral will be to¬ 
morrow at the monastery In Syracuse.
